Day, of 
Hemel Hempstead, who loved the prisoner 
like a brother, when be gave evidence against 
Cooper, burst into tears. Aloysius J. Kane, an 
American, who kuew the prisoner when he was 
an Ensign on the staff of Admiral Lee, in the 
North Atlantic squadron during the War, re- 
vognized the prisonerin Newgate. The Court 
was thronged with bankers and brokers, with 
an admixture of the fair sex, who had come to 
look upon the convict whose refinement, lib- 
erality, and good manners obtained him recog- 
nition from some of the best families of Hert- 
fordshire, in the neighborhood of his country 
residence, East Lodge, Hemel Hempstead. Near 
the bar sat a handsome woman, dressed in 
mourning, who passed as Cooper's wife. She 
was deeply affected. 


FOREIGN GRAIN TRADE. 
WEEKLY REVIEW.

SWITZERLAND. 

Geneva, Oct. 6.—From a report procured at 
the instance of the Geneva Scientific Phylloxera 
Commission published to-day it appears that 
phylloxera had been detected in many localities 
on the French side of the frontier where its ex- 
istence had not previously been suspected. The 
line of infected vineyards now extends on the 
south from Annecy, in Savoy, to Gingolpha, at 
the head of Lake Leman, and stretches on the 
north as far as the frontier near Rolle. The 
Santons of Geneva, Vaud, and the Valais are 
thus threatened. 

The Swiss Post-Office has been endeavoring 
to obtain the consent of the Postal Union to an 
increase in the maximum size of sample packets 
to thirty centimetres long, twenty wide, and 
ten thick. Thirteen countries have agreed to 
the proposition, eleven hesitate, one refuses, 
In these circum- 
stances Switzerland is trying to effect an ar- 
rangement for the interchange of samples of 
these dimensions among the countries that 
have signified their approval. It is not stated 
what action the English Post-Office has taken 
in the matter. 

Geneva. Oct. 2.—The Federal Council have 
sent out circulars to all the wine-producing can- 


tons relative to the measures tobe taken for, 


the prevention of phylloxera. Unceasing -vigi- 
lance, so as to detect the first appearance of the 
pest in the vineyards, is enjoined, and to this 
end the formation of communal and 
cantonal commissions is earuestly recom- 
mended.

The Indians will be required to surrender the 
women and children taken from the White 
River Agency, to give up the murderers of 
Thorpburgh and Meeker, and throw themselves 
upon the mercy of the Government. Secretary 
Schurz has hopes that, through the good offices 
of Chief Ouray, the Indians will accept the 
terms. 


The matter was considered at the Cabinet : 


meeting this afternoon, Gen. Sherman having 
been present by invitation for that purpose. 

Gentlemen who were present at this meeting 
say that, whatever may be the reports to the 
contrary, the statements of both Gen. 
Sherman and Secretary Schurz showed that 
they are in entire accord both 
as to the punishment of the Utes and as to the 
meaus to be employed todo this. Gen. Sheri- 
dan’s dispatches were read and considered, and 
it was agreed that, when he sent the dispatch to 
Gen. Sberman which created so much comment, 
he was not fully advised of the situation. 


KINDLY TREATED. 
ADAMS’ MISSION. 
Special Dispatch tw The Tridune. 

Denver, Col., Oct. 21.—A special dispatch to 
the Denver Tribune, dated Los Pinos, Oct. 18, 
via Del Norte, Oct. 21, says that Gen. Adams, 
Special Agent of the Interior Department, has 
arrived at the Southern Agency, and is prepar- 
ing for his trip to Jack's Camp on the Grand, 
about 100 miles north. He will be accompanied 
by several Southern Chiefs, and . by Count Von 
Donhoid, Secretary of the German Legation at 
Washington, and an intimate friend of Secretary 
Schurz. Gen. Adams is informed there that 
the Agency women are safe and unbarmed, and 
will be surrendered without pledges on the part 
of the Government.

Fifth—That it is the right and duty of the Na- 
tional Government to improve the rivers and har- 
burs of the Nation, especially of the great inland 
sea, the Mississippi and its tributaries. 

Sixth—Favors national aid for a Southern route 
to the Pacific Coast. 

Seventh—Favors the striking from all treaties 
the clauses therein which place one and all apon 
the basis of the most tavored. 

Eighth—Favors the encouragement of American 
shipping by subsidies. 

The ninta noids that itis the duty of the Na- 
tional Government to secure by all means the con- 
struction of a canal or other system of transporia- 
tion across the Isthmus of Darien, and to insist 
that no non-American nation or nations shall save 
a predominating influence in the management 
thereof 

Tenth—Holds that tbe honor of the State and its 
Citizens, as well as their national interest, are 
pledged to an attempt in good faith to 24 
State debt represented by the coneolidate: nds 
issued under the constitutional amendments ap- 
proved and ratified by the peopie in 1874, that 
ordinance constituting a valid contract binding 
upon the State. 

Lieventh— hat if misfortune and financial rain 
sheuld at any time prevent a full and rigid compli- 
ance with the leiter and spirit of our bonds, that 
their settlement should be sought after consalta- 
tion with the creditors as our equals which shall at 
the same time be just to themand be commensur- 
ate with our resources. 

Twelfth—Avers that good faith to the creditors 
demands that the vote of the party should, asa 
unit, be cast against the State debt ordinance of 
the proposed Constitution, buc the question of the 


, adoption or rejection of the Constitution is left to 


tae individual conviction of tae voters. 

Thirteenth—Holds that the Judicial Department of 
the Government should be kept free and unpol! uted 
by political turmoil, recognizing the honest differ- 
ences ot opinion as tothe proper construction of 
constitutional and statutory enactments; there- 
fore, each of the great political parties should be 
represented upon the bench. 

A resolution was adopted setting forth that if 
the colored people are accorded free and fair 
elections—ailowed to vote aud have their votes 
coanted—they will remain as of mght in the 
State; if not, they will be forced to emigrate. 

A resolution was also adopted declaring Graut 
their unalterable choice for Presideat in 1880. 

The election of Dumont, who is au out-and- 
out Sherman man, as permauent Presidert of 
the Convention, is considered an indorsement of 
the Administration,

Further Details of the Murder of 
Fogarty Near Milton, 
Wis. | 


The Wite Insists that She Had No 
Hand in Killing Her Hus- 
band, 


But Her Last Statements Do Not Coin- 
cide with Her First 
Stories.

Interest in the Young Murder Trial 
at Kahoka Again Reviving. 


THE MILTON MURDER. 
Special Dispateh to The Tribune. 

JANESVILLB, Wis., Oct. 21.—To-day Mrs. 
Fogarty, who has from the first denied all 
knowledge of her husband’s murder, was waited 
upon by a reporter, and made the following 
statement: “ The night of the murder Chris- 
tensen went to bed tirst, and I a little later. 
We did not occupy the same room, and have 
never dove so. I was awakened by voices, and 
soon my husband and Chrstiensen came 
up-stairs. Both had been drink- 
ing, and Fogarty was very drank. 
He asked me to take a drink with bim, and 
then got into bed. Soon afterward I had to get 
up and go out to the outhouse; was not feeling 
well. When I returned, I came in by the back 
door. Fogarty was not in bed. I went back 
down-stairs to look for him; went to the 
front-door. Christensen stood there and 
said, ‘Get back into the bouse; get 
back, I say!’ 1 just nad 
time to see Fogarty.lying on the doorstep, 
covered with blood, and then 1 hurried back 
into the house for fear Christensen would kill 
me and the children. I went upstairs. Some 
time after Christensen came up, and told me I 
must keep still about the matter, or he would 
kill me and commit suicide. I asked him what 
had become of my husband, but he would only 
reply Never mind.’ I went back to bed, but 
could not sleep; after awhile I heard Christen- 
sen walking about down-stairs, but don’t know 
what he was doing; did not bear him washing 
the floor nor scraping the steps. I got up about 
5 o'clock. it was still dark. Christensen had 
built a fire; did not notice any blood anywhere ; 
was much excited, and hardly knew what 
{ did. Christensen went over to the 
butcher’s after meat for breakfast, and 
I went back upstairs and dressed the 
children and brought them down. Christensen 
soon returned, and immediately after the men 
came to the house, and Christensen went out to 
talk to them. He came back and told me to go 
up-stairs, and 1 went. I must bave got biood 
ov my night-dress and stockings when | came 
in from the outbouse in the dark. I knew 
nothing about the revolvers except that 
my busband had one that day. Ubristen- 
sen told me Fogarty had a new 
revolver, and be was afraid he would shoot him. 
I never had criminal intercourse with Christen- 
sen but once; that was in Janesville. He forced 
me. My husband never knew of it, as I dared 
not tell him. Husband and I have bad quar- 
rels, bat nothing serious. He would get 
angry when I talked to him about drinking. 
I don't know whether he owed Christen- 
sen movey or not.” This afternoon Mrs. 
Fogarty was taken to Milton for examination. 
District-Attorney Sale appeared for the State, 
and K. M. Hvzer for the defendant. 

Dr. W. H. Borden was the first withess. He 
testified to the condition Fogarty’s body was in 
when found. Sheriff Comstock was then sworn 
as to the conversation he had with Mrs. Fogarty 
to-day, in which she made the same state- 
ment she made to the reporters. Ezra Good- 
rich was sworn: “Found Henry Christensen 
and Mrs. Fogarty at home en the morning of 
the murder. Mrs. Fogs id me that her 
husband had not beep bee the previous 
afternoon, and that she hoped nothing had 
happened bim. as she loved him dearly. Asked 
her if she did not Know that he was 
murdered and burned. She said, ‘No.’ 
Told ber it was useless for ber 
to deny it. She said she knew nothing 
about it, and had slept all nignt; traced the 
bloody trail at an early bour ib the morning 
from the stacks to the bouse.“ Witness identi- 

the ax as the one found by himself with 
blood upon it. Here the State rested its case.

NEGRO DIABOLISM.

Mrurnis, Oct. 21.—The Ledger of this after- 
noon prints the following horrible story: As 
the steamer A. W. Pierce was on her way down 
the river last Saturday night, near Montgomery’s 
Landing. Ark., some eichteenu miles below here, 
loud cries ot Murder!“ and calla for help were 
heard from a pair of flat-boats, apparently 
adrift in the river. The Pierce rounded too, 
ran alongside the boats, and found a 
poor woman named Jobhuson in a pitiable 
condition. Her three children, the oldst about 
5 years old and the youngest at the breast, 
were budding around and sympathizing with the 
injured woman, who had just been ravished by 
six brutal and villainous negroes. The scoun- 
drels had first shot the woman’s husband, three 
buckshot having struck the back of his head, 
stunning, but not otherwise injuring him. 
Thinking they had killed their victim, 
they completed their work of devil- 
try, plundered tlie boat, cut 
her adrift, and went away leaving the supposed 
dead man on the river bank. Among the arti- 
cles carried off by the scoundrels was a rifle, a 
shotgun, and $62in money. Capt. Wasson, of 
the Pierce, sent for the wounded man, took the 
boats in tow, and left them at Lawhorn’s Land- 
ing, some distance further down. A number of 
people in the vicinity had interested themselves in 
the matter, and were, at last accounts, endeav- 
oring to find a trace of the perpetrators of the 
diabolical act. ‘The six negtoer were seen from 
the approaching steamer making their way to 
shore from the flats, tn a skiff, with the wounded 
man. Ihe sympathy of all on board the Pierce 
was aroused at the wretched plight of. Mrs. 
Johoson, whose condition was extremely critical 
when the boat left her. 


HAYDEN. 
AMpectal Diepatch to The Tribune. 

New Haven, Conn., Oct. 21.—The testimony 
in the Hayden murder trial, resumed to-day, 
was wholly of an expert character. Prof. John- 
son, chemist of Yale College, was reca'led, and 
produced a case of thirty miniature glass tubes 
containing the results of the analysis of the in- 
ternal organs of the murdcred girl. Arsenic 
was found in every instance,—sixty grains in 
the stomach, and t@enty-three in other organs. 
This indicated the enormity of the dose 
administered, for two grains produce 
death. Prof. Johnson believed the girl 
had been given a heaping teaspoonful, 
sufficient on the lowest estimate to have 
poisoned to death forty persons. The glass 
tubes, which were handsomeiy arranged and 
labeled, were examined with great interest by 
the Court and jury, and Prof. Johnson was fol- 
lowed with rapt attention while he described 
the delicate processes by which the results were 
obtained. The stomach vie ded arsenic in 
crystals just as administered, and also yellow 
sulphides, resulting from the action on the pure 
arsenic of sulphide hydrogen gas caused by 
putrefaction. The body was buried several 
weeks before being exhumed for chemical ex- 
amination. 4 

In the brain, p lungs, and other organs 
which the arseniz had reached by diffusion, it 
was found by the Marsh test, yielding thereby 
the chemical evidence KnOWn a an afsenical 
minor. Ip one of these there was not only the 
usual yellow stain, but shades ranging from 
orange to a rich crimson. N

another imvortant point by securing from the

The success of the prosecution on the arsenic 
theory depends greatly on the evidence to be 
given to-morrow by Prof. of Yale, who 
analyzed aud compared the arsenic from the 
stomach with the arsenie trom the drug store 
where Hayden purchased an ounce on the 
day of thé miirder, and a third lot 
found in his barn, which be claims 
was the ounee he bought and never used for 
aby purpose. It is expected that be will swear 
that the first two lots named are identical in 
ebaracter, and the third wholly different. Then 
the State will claim that the latter was placed 
there for the purpose of explaining away the 
charge of poisoning. ‘lbig expert testimony at- 
tracts many scientists and the most intelligent 
clase of residents to the couri-room daily. 


THE YOUNG. TRIAL.

Kroko, Ia., Oct. 21.—Fresh-interest in the 
trial of Bill Young at Kaboks, Mo., was 
awakened to-day by the introduction of evidence 
tending to show that the assault on Detective 
Lane last week was gotteu up for effect, 
and for the purpose of accounting 
for the absence of the bloody overalis. 
It was also shown that Lane had served a term 
im the Illinois Penitentiary under the name of 
Gerard C. Temple. Lane bas again disappeared 
from the scene of the trial, and his whereabouts 
are not known. Ao attachment was issued 
for him, but the officers were unable to 
find him. The defense introduced more 
witnesses to show the disreputable character of 
Lamar Duke and Lizzie Goldsberry, and to 
prove conversations in which Laura Sprouse 
said that Young was innocent. A number of 
letters written by Laura to Young, in which 
she expresses great affection for him, were 
also introduced in evidence. ‘The crowd is 
again on the inerease, and interest in the case is 
reviving. The defense will probably rest to- 
morrow, and the prosecution will begin its tes- 
timony in rebuttal. J. A. Montgomery testi- 
fied that he owns the nouse under which 
Detective Lane claims to have secreted 
the bloody overalis. The foundation under 
the house is of solid rock, and that, bad any- 
thing been put in at any of the cellar windows, 
it would have fallen into the cellar, where there 
is trom one to three feet of water. Thomas 
Barran, who oecuptes the house, swore that he 
was living there last Weduesday night, when 
Lane claims the assault was made on him; 
that be beard no disturbance that night, and 
that he bas a very savage dug that would have 
made a fuss bad any stranger came about the 
house. J. W. Miller, Assistant Chief Eogineer 
of the Joliet Penitentiary, was placed on the 
stand. A vieture Of Frank Lane was shown, 
and he identified it as that of a wan who served 
a term of eighteen months in the Penitentiary 
for forgery.

A Traveling Salesman 
Strong for file Employers. 

According to the statements of bis former 
employers, F. T. Allabough, a traveling sales- 
man, has deen dong a heavy busi- 
ness in drawing drafts upon them 
and in persuading their customers 
in the Far West that he was doing the correct 
thing by receiving bundreds of dollars from 
them, and in convinelng them that the drefts 
would be duly honored dy those upon 
whom they were drawn, This alleged 
swindler is described as a rather tall young 
married mao, of pleasing address and great 
suavity of manner; a good talker, well eaucated, 
aud expreasively called arattling good salesmasa. 
He came to Chicago from Philafelphia about 
three vears ago, having been engaged by Merker 
Brothers, pocketbook manufacturers and deal- 
ers at No, 88 State street, aud was 
highly recommended by a New York house. 
lie worked on a salary, and performed his dut 
so well for a long time that be was looke 
upon as a rare and valuable man. But a 
few months ago he showed signs 
of extravagance by overdrawing his 
account, and, when taken to task therefor by his 
employers, made a confession that he had been 
gembiing and spending his substance in 
riotous living, and promised to reform 
if forgiven. He was treated like the prodigal 
sou always has been, and sent on the road with 
the admonition to go and sin no more, and sell 
all the goods be could. 

Tnat was in June last, and subsequently, 
whea the young man bad gone on in the even 
tenor of his way fora time, he arranged with 
Graham Brothers, maoufacturera of toilet 
soaps and perfumeries, on the West Side, and 
with R. W. Tansiil, cigar mapulacturer and 
tobacconist, on Lake street, to dell 
their goods on commission, in 
the same manner that salesmen are 
engaged by other houses. He was allowed nis 
traveling expenses by his temporary empioyers, 
but was not authorized to use their credit nor 
draw upon them without first notifying them 
and obtaming their coosent. But he did so, and 
ru her extensively, as the seqdel shows. 
He was to make a special trip to California, for 
the special purpose of introducing tbe 
goods and extending the trade of his 
employers, aud took full lines of 
samples along with him. He was arouod San 
Francisco for a time, and before he left drew 
three drafts, of from $25 to 850 each, upon 
Graham Brothers, and induced merchants with 
whom he had been transacting business to 
cash them. l 

At Sacramento he drew three more Grafts, at 
Mayville one, at Reno, and Grass Valley, and 
Carson City one each, and at Virginia City he 
drew one for § Lhe aggregate amount thus 
obtained was $600 or $700, aud it was not

Having 
briefly sketched the movements about Peters- 
burg and Richmond, and paying a glowing trib- 
ute to the remarkable and successful general- 
ship of Geo. Grant, Mr. Washburne said the 
telegraph had brought the news to Galena at 10 
o’clock on Monday morning, April 3, 1865, that 
Richmond had fallen. The running to and fro, 
the instant display of flags, the ringing of belle, 
the gratulations and embraces of loyal men, 
and the contagion of a general exultation, 
showed that the people saw that it was the be- 
ginning of the end. In conformity with a de- 
termination he had made to witness, if possible, 
the closing scenes of one of the grandest 
dramas that had ever been beheld upon the 
theatre of the world, he started on the 
first train onward to Richmond.“ He arrived 
at City Point on the afternoon of April 7, but 
found that the heaaquarters had been broken 
up and the Commanding-General had gone to 
the front to direct in person all the movements 
of our armies. President Lincoln, family, and 
party were at City Point at that time, and stay- 
ing on board the Presiden’t steamer, the River 
Queen. Mr. Washburne spoke of the meeting 
with emotion, for it was the last time he saw 
Mr. Lincoln alive.

The ceremony being partially over, Mr. Wash- 
burn was ready to depart and make nis way 
back to Burkesville,—a long horseback ride of 
sixty miles. The whole country was filled with 
strageling, half-starved soldiers, robbing friend 
and foe alike. Gen. Gordon was extremely 
anxious to get away, and, as his wing of the 
army had been paroled, he sent word to Mr. 
Wasbburne through Gen. Gibbon to know if 
he would not permit him and his staff to travel 
under his escort to Burkesville, and he au- 
swered thatit would afford him the greatest 
pleasure to have their company. Two otber 
Generals, Wilcox and Alexander, made the 
same request in their own behalf and in behalf 
of their staffs. And so Mr. Wasbburne was 
finally accompanied by a number larger than 
his escort. He gave an account of the 
trip. In that long ride of a day and a half he 
had protracted cvnoversations with the Rebel 
Generals, more with Gen. Gordon than any one 
else, as he was the frankest, the most communt- 
cative, and the most ingenuous of them all. 
He wasa marked man among his associates, 
distinguished for bis desperate courage, dash, 
and entervrise,—withal a mau of deep religious 
belief.

He visited the halls of 
the Rebel Congress, and feund them as they 
were left when it adjourned,—the samefriekety 
and broken furniture, the same woru and dirty 
carpets, and the same appearance of dilapida- 
tion and ruin which had characterized every- 
thing in Rebeldom. He hastily clanced at Belle 
Isle and Castie Thunder, and went through the 
celebrated Libby Prison, the charnel-house 
where miserably perished so many of the 
soldiers of the Repudlic. But he found 
there no emaciated and balf-starved Union 
soldiers. ‘Their places were supplied by Rebel 
prisoners, to whose unwilling lips had been 
commended the poisoned chalice. The bloody 
instructions they had taught had returned to 
plague them. It was au honor to our Govern- 
ment that it did not starve them. 5 

Having beard of the assasination of Mr. Lin- 
coln, Mr. Washburne hurried back to Washing- 
ton on a special steamer, where he attended the 
funeral cercmonies of Mr. Lincoln and followed 
bis remains to his tomb in Illinois. There he 
saw deposited all that was mortal of our Presi- 
dent, father, friend. Illinois had received her 
own, and the wild winds of our prairies should 
forever sing the requiem of Abraham Lincoln. 
His name and fame would endure long after his 
granit monument shall have mouldered into 
dust. No man knows the tomb of Alexander. 

Mr. Washburne closed the reading of his paper 
by tendering his profoundest acknowledgments 
for the interest which the audience had mani- 
fested in his subject,and the kind attention they 
had given bim. 

The reading was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause, and at the conclusion Johu Weotworth 
arose and congratulated Mr. Washburne, and 
moved that acopy of the paper be secured to 
put among the archives of the Society and for 
publication, and thata vote of thanks be tend- 
ered him, and ‘hat be also be invited to pre- 
pare & paper on the capture of Paris to be read 
at some future time. he motion prevailed 
unauimously. 

Mr. Arnold then spoke briefly of the value of 
the paper read, and expressed his deep gratitude 
for the treat he had enjoyed, and the meeting 
adjourned. 


King Theebau and Mrs. Gamp. 

Extensive preparations are being made at the 
palace iu Mandalay in prospect of a coming 
event, viz.. the confinement of King Theebau’s 
bead Queen, the Soo-pyah-lat. The Poongees 
(priests), Poonaks or astrolozers, Baydin Sayas 
or fortune-teliers, have been duly consulted, 
and they bave all unanimously came to the 
conclusive prediction that the new-comer 
will be a Boyal son, and Theebau has de- 
clared that he shall be the Royal beir-apparent 
to the throne of the King of the Rising Sun, 
Lord of the White Elephant, the Golden Um- 
brelia, etc. It is reported that the cradle which 
has just been completed cost the State nearly 
two lacs of rupees ($100,000). ‘he cradle was 
first framed with mango wood and éncased with 
sheet-gold inside and outside. Over this is or- 
pamevted goid-work, set with precious stones 
of all kinds,—diamonds, rubies, sapphires, 
emeralds, etc,—and the work is said to be 
very superior, as it is turned out by the best of 
the first-class goldsmiths of Upper Burmah. 
The arrangements for fitting up the cradle are 
as follows: A soft bed or cushion covered with 
green silk velvet, and the sides with em- 
broidered work. This is the manner in which 
the cradle was to be fixed and how worked, 
A thick iron rod bas been fixed across the room, 
some twelve feet above the floor, and the cradle 
is suspended by means of golden cords, made 
of golden wire for the purpose of swinging, 
and to work backward and forward, like puu- 
kahs in your part of the world. The King ob- 
jected to the old method of having the Royal 
cradle pulled by a parcel of old women, so the 
mechanical and engineering elements of his 
Kingdom were called into requisition, and one 
of the Italian mechanics has iavyented a wind-up 
machine by which the cradle can be set going, 
once wound up, for a day or might, 
or until further orders, to the 
great delight of the King. The Royal 
Dabe isto be nursed and brought upio the 
English style, and for this purpose the sum of 
5.000 rupees was given to one of the Sisters of 
the Convent here to purchase a complete outfit, 
and it is said that the Sister has faithfully ex- 
ecuted the order, and the paraphernalia for the 
youth has been deposited in good time. The 
King and Queen are said to abnor the sight of 
Europeans, and of the Euglish particularly, and 
vet the foregoing preparations are after the 

uropean fashiov.

Thomas G. Newman, of Chicago, the Presi- 
deut, and Ehrick Parmly, of New York, the 
Secretary, were present, and the former opened 
the Convention by mint that, iu the absence of 
the Treasurer, it would be necessary to omit 
the first order of exercises as appearing upon 
the printed program, which was the calling of 
the roll of members for last year and the pay- 
ment of dues. 

The Secretary then read his report, which he 
confessed was incomplete, on account of the ab- 
sence of the Treasurer. he report, which was 
unimportant, was adopted. - 

THE PRESIDENT 


then delivered his address, in which he stated 
that the year past had witnessed “‘a winter of 
disaster to our bees, and asummer of greatly 
decreased yield of honey. Yet we have much to 
be thankful for, when we compare our condition 
with that of our brother bee-keepers in Europe, 
who have not only had sad experience with foul- 
brood and decimated colonivs, but have had to 
feed their becs almost the entire summer, and 
have no yield of honev to cheer their spirits or 
sweeten their palates.”’ 

How to successfully winter bees would be a 
subject for discussion during this meeting, and 
it was hoped some valuable information might 
be elicited. The noney yield, though it bad not 
been as good as it was last year, was still a ver 
creditable one,—probably much over one-half. 
Therefore the demand for our honey would be 
large, not only for our own country, but also 
for Europe; and the prices would be corre- 
spondingly advanced. Long before next year’s 
crop was gathered there would probably be no 
honey upon the market. The subjects 
under consideration at this Convention would 
be varied and momentous. As to the matter 
of aduſteration of honey, that was in a great 
measure corrected—the price of honey being 
now so low that it was no longer profitable to 
adulterate it. Ihe President thought that ex: 
tracted honey would become a staple article in 
the markets of the world. in Austria aud Ger- 
many the article was put to many uses; at the 
honey show in Prague, one room was devoted 
to cakes, gingerbread, confectionery, mead, and 
wine, made from honey. The display was grand 
and attractive, and the demand was highly 
satisfactory. Creating a home demand for honey 
was a subject greatly recommended by the 
last meeting, and the President was happy to 
say that the advice bad been largely acted upon. 
He thougut it safe to say that the home demand 
had dern doubled during the past year. The 
report complimented the Vice-Presidents of the 
several States. who it said had done their duty 
nobly. It was hoped that this Society would 
perfect some plan at this sessionto make its 
power felt by the railroads whose freight tariffs 
discriminate against the bee-keeper by demand- 
ing double the amount charged for other mer- 
chandise, for carrying bees, honey, hives, etc. 

On motion of Mr. Chapman, a committee of 
three, consisting of Mr. Chapmen of Illinois, 
Mr. Jones of Canada, and Mrs. Harrison of 
Peoria, III., was aopointed to analyze the ad- 
dress of the President, and bring it up in a dis- 
cussion at a future time. 

After a few desultory remarks upon the sub- 
ject of bees and honey by C. E. Scofield of In- 
diana, Prof. Cook, and others, Prof. Cook 
moved that each State be required to report 
throngh its representative, aud that the re- 
marks be boiled down and become a vart of the 
report of the proceedings of the Convention. 

STATE KEPORTS. 

The motion prevailed, and the President 
called upon the different States to report. 

Dr. W. W. Hioolite, of Arkansas, reported 
drought and unfavorable prospects for — 
C. S. Hubbard, Mr. Chapman, Mr. Murphy, and 
Mr. Mathews, of IIlinois, reported no honey to 
speak of iu their several sections, and related 
the different modes for supplying the bees with 
food, etc. 6 

The Rev. Mr. Clute, of Iowa City, said the 
bees in his section were in a bad condition last 
spring. but were doing better now. 

Mr. Godfrey, of Red Oak, Ia., reported that 
there was no white clover in the western part of 
Iowa, and the crop of honey of any kind would 
not be one-third of what it ought to be. 

Mr. Dougherty, of lodianapolis, thought there 
would be about half acrep of honey in Indiana, 

Prof. E. G. Cook, of Micnigan, reported not 
over half.a crop in Central Michigan. 

Mr. Cheeney, also of Michigan, reported not 
over half a crop and large losses in bees; ail the 
honey from white clover; no fall honey. James 
Heddon, of Dowgiac, H. A. Buren, T. A. Bing- 
ham, and A. 8. Haskin, of Michigan, reported 
about the same tacts. 

George M. Hawley, of Lincoln, Neb., reported 
a short crop and a bad prospect. A. J. King, 
ot New Jersey, reported halt a crop, but double 
price for it. Dr. E. Parmly, of New York, re- 
ported that ne had been both in the city and in 
the country, twenty-five miles distant, and his 
city bees did better than the grangers. 

. M. Ketcbum, of Wayne County, New 
York, bad himself met with brilliant success, 
but, so far as he had learned, there was not over 
half a crop in the State. . Ketcbum’s was 
regarded as an extraordinary report, and New 
York was still abead.”’ 

Mr. John G. Deltweiler and G. W. Zimmer- 
mau, of Onio, reported about two-thirds of a

„Patents as Applied to Implements for the 
Apiary” was the subject of a paper which was 
written by A. E. Wenzel, of Callicoon, N. Y., 
and wae read by the President, Mr. Newman. 

62 tering Bees on Summer Stands,” by J. 
E. Moore, Byron, N. X., was read by the Secre- 
tary, Mr. Parmiy. The deduetions arrived at by 
the writer were proper location of the apiarv, 
preparation, winter, and examination at close of 
winter, and bis conclusions were as tollows: 

1. A prolific queen and an abundance of bees 
batching in August and September. 

2. Passage-ways through the combs for the bees, 
and empty cells on central combs for the cluster. 

3. Properly packed around and over the brood-- 
chamber, with ventillation at ends of cap and pro- 
toning Ly —— — hive. 1 

5 with the exception of an occasional 
parity ag flight, the bees are kept as quiet as pos- 
sible. 

5. That, after months of confinemen 

the bees should have several flights, — 2 of 
a few days, in order to preserve a heaithy con- 
dition of the feces, thereby insuring the apiarist 
against loss by disease. 

The paper was discussed at some length, and 
there appeared to be almost as many minds as 
there were delegates who took part in the con- 
troversy. Some believed in leaving the bees 
upon their summer stands, some believed in 
moving into winter quarters, others believed in 
putting their bees into the cellar, some covered 
them up out of doors, and others allowed 
them to stand out with no protection. 
Finally, a standing vote was taken 
upon who had deen in the 
habit of wintering upon summer stands, those 
who had been in the habit of wintering in cel- 
lars, and those who had determined to winter 
upon summer stands in the future, with the 
licht they had received from the discussion. 
The voters were nearly equally divided. 

“ Monstrosities Among Bees,” by 8. C. Dodge, 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., was read by the Secre- 
tary, and was discussed, after which the Con- 
vention adjourned until 9 o’clock this morning.

The manner in which Secretary Scuvnz's 
statement relative to the Ute troubles was 
presented might lead the casual reader to be- 
lieve that he had made a damaging attack 
upon Gen. Smerman’s actions and utter- 
ances.

It was, on the 
contrary, a very clear exposition of the facts 
in regard to the advance upon the murderous 
Utes, and it shows that Gen. Saenrman’s 
statement referred not to the Interior De- 
partment, which had not interfered with his 
operations, but to the serious difficulties 
which, with his knowledge of the situation, 
threatened the march of the troops accord- 
ing to what he beheved to be the plan of the 
Indian Bureau. It appears that Gen. 
Summa had applied to Secretary Scuurz 
for his opinion as to the manner of 
advance, and that the Secretary conourred 
in the change of the intention, and recom- 
mended that Gen. Mnnrrr should not un- 
dertake the hazardous march across the 
mountain, but remain at or near White 
River, while another body should go around 
the mountain to intercept the Indians.

** Lonpox, Oct. 20.—The Anglo-American Cable 
Company will reduce its tariff to 6d per word apon 
the opening of the new French cable for traffic. 
The Anglo-American Cable Company will lay a 
new cabie in 1 „Cable dispatch. 

This dispatch occupies but a very small 
space in the columns of the press devoted to 
telegraphic news, nevertheless it is a very im- 
portant piece of news to the commercial 
public. Sixpence a word for cable messages 
is only 12 cents, or $1.20 for a ten-word 
dispatch, whereas the price heretofore has 
been something like adollar a word. The 
great reduction shows the value of competi- 
tion in ocean-cable business. A dollar a 
word has long been a most outrageous impo- 
sition upon the business public, but the 
monopoly was able to defy the protests of 
the public, and go on fleecing and robbing 
thein in order to make enormous dividends 
on the very minimum of service performed. 
There have been great improvements 
made in the transmission of cable mes- 
sages within two or three years,—though 
the public has not been permitted to share in 
the benefit. An ocean cable can now trans- 


mit perhaps ten times as many words in a 


given time as was deemed possible afew 
years ago. When commercial and social 
messages can be sent from New York to 
London or Paris for 12 cents a word the in- 
crease of business will be immense, and the 
charges for such messages will no longer 
be felt to be wrong and oppressive. 


THE REPUBLICAN CuUNIY TICKET. 
The ticket nominated by the Republican 
County Convention yesterday is strong and 
acceptable. It should poll the full strength 
of the party, and, if it does so, it will be 
elected beyond a doubt. The Convention 
represented the voting power of the party as 
no other recent convention has done. The 
proceedings were quiet, orderly, and busi- 
ness-like. The candidates were named by 
the Republican wards; and there were few 
pledged delegations. Votes were split up in 
such a way as to show that delegates were 
honestly trying to choose the best men for 
office. Defeated eandidates cannot com- 
plain that they were unfairly treated; nor is 
there reason to believe that the Convention 
sought to rebuke any proper ambition. 
Srowzy Surra, the candidate for the Su- 
perior Judgeship, 1s a lawyer in large prac- 
tice, whose character has not been, and can- 
not be, assailed. He has made a moderate 
fortune by hard work at the Bar (not by 
outside speculations ), aud has come to a time 
of life when the honors of his profession 
rather than its gains have attractions for 
him. He is known asa fighting lawyer. 
But nobody ever acoused him of hitting an 
unfair blow; and it was well said in the 
Convention that fighting lawyers, like Sir 
Epwarp Coxe, have usually made good 
The election of Mr. Smuire is 
especially desirable because he is a man 
of independent mind. At a ume when a 
majority of the Judges on our county 
Bench are Democrats, and some of them 
actively so, there is need of a Judge who in 
his official capacity will be neither Democrat 
nor Republican. Mr. Surrn is not a parti- 
san. He will not be open to backstairs in- 
fluence, nor render judicial opinions to grati- 
fy a faction. He has not asked for the office, 
nor lifted his fager to get it; and we can- 
not help thinking that, on thig account, he 
is better fitted to be a Judge than those w 
bave done both, : 
W. T. Jomwsox, the candidate for Treas- 


His character is good. Louis Hurt, the first 
West Side Commissioner, is a popular Ger- 
man of the most reapectable antecedents and 
connections. He will bring votes to the 
ticket, and, if elected, will add dignity and 
weight to the County Board. D. W. CLA 
was nominated as the second West Side 
Commissioner. He is a member of the 
present State Legislature.

The opinions of the Supreme Court of the 
United States—the majority affirming the 
constitutionality of the so-called Taurnman 
act, and the minority (Justices Srnona, 
Brapuiey, and Freip) dissenting—are awong 
the most important that have been delivered 
in many years. 

The original laws under which the Pacific 
Railroads were incorporated reserved to 
Congress the right to alter and amend, and 
this reservation was utilized in the Forty- 
fifth Congress to pass an act intended to 
compel the Companies to liquidate gradually 
their indebtedness to the Government, which 
they had persistently refused to recognize 
even as to the payment of accruing interest. 
The estimates at that time were that, at the 
maturity of the subsidy-mortgages, —1895,— 
the Union and Central Pacific would owe the 
Government about $119,248,879, after de- 
ducting the reimbursements for services ren- 
dered. ‘The practice of the Companies had 
been to divide among the stockholders the 
earnings of the roads at the rate of 7 and 8 
per cent on stock that did not 
represent an actual investment of more 
than two cents on the dollar, and, 
in the meantime, they refused to pay 
even the interest on the Government bonds 
that had been loaned. The act of the 
Forty-fifth Congress provided for a Sinking 
Fund, to which the Union Pacificshould con- 
tribute annually the minimum sum of $850,- 
000, and the Central Pacific the minimum 
sum of $1,200,000, and both an amount 
equal in all to one-quarter of their net earn- 


— — — — 


ings, which were fairly estimated after de- 


ducting the necessary expenses and the in- 
terest on their first-mortgage bonds. The 
semi-annual income of the bonds in which 
these payments were to be invested was also, 
under the terms of the act, to be reinvested for 
the benefit of the Sinking Fund, which was 
thus to be accumulated to meet the sum of 
the indebtedness to the Government. This 
act was approved by public sentiment as a 
most moderate scheme for protecting the 
Government in the recovery of the moneys 
advanced to the road, but the corporations 
resisted it in the courts in order that they 
might cheat the Government, and continue 
to divide up all the earnings of the roads 
among holders of stock which represented 
practically no investment whatever. The 
Supreme Court announced its decision last 
term, affirming the validity of the act, but 
the opinions have only just now been made 
public. 

Judging from the abstract brought by tele- 
graph, the majority opinion (delivered by 
Chief Justice Warrz) is a remarkably con- 
cise and clear statement of the law. It 
holds that the only question involved was 
whether the act of Congress had violated 
the amendment to the Constitution which 
provides that no person shall be deprived of 
property without due process of law. The 
Court contends that a railway company is 
subject to legislative control, so far as its 
business affects public interests (a principle 
already laid down in the so-called Granger 
cases), and that Congress was empowered by 
the original acts of 1862 and 1864 to make 
such alterations and amendments as it might 
choose to make. The legislative scope does 
not extend to a violation of éontracts; that 
is to say, it cannot go back of what has been 
done under the authority of the original 
chartering acts, but it may properly provide 
what shall be done in the future. It is 
clearly set forth that the United States Gov- 
vernment occupies the twofold relation of 
sovereign and creditor, and that Congress 
has made a proper use of its legitimate 
function to assert the sovereign control of 
Government, to the end that the railroad 
corporations shall not defraud their creditors 
in order to divide their earnings among the 
holders of watered stock. 

The dissenting opinion of Justice Freup 
is simply scandalous. The position taken 
by Justice Strona was that the United States 
Government had abandoned its sovereign 
character in assuming that of creditor,—s 
position which seems to omit all considera- 
tion of the express reservation of the right to 
alter and amend. But Justice Fo denies the 
rightof the Federal” Government in any case 
to interfere in any manner with any corpora- 
tion created by a State, which was the orig- 
inal condition of the Central Pacific Com- 
pany, though it subsequently acquired a full 
share of the privileges and subsidies of the 
General Government. It is perfectly clear 
that Justice Fro has taken advantage of 
this case to make a judicial affirmation of the 
vicious and exploded doctrine of State-sov- 
ereignty, and he has done this in a most 
offensive manner. He criticises the decision 
of his associates on the Supreme Bench in 
the most upbecoming style. He denounces 
the theories of those who regard the Gen- 
eral Government as the all-controlling power 
of the Nation, to which States, even in local 
matters, must bend.” He says that the opin- 
ion of the majority goes further than any 
heretofore advanced, and any even thought 
possible in the history of the country, to 
destroy the independence of States and es- 
tablish their helplesness even in matters 
of local concern as against the will of Con- 
gress.” He deplores that our Government 
is fast drifting from its ancient moorings— 
from the system established by our fathers— 
into a vast centralized and consolidated Gov- 
ernment.” All this sounds like a voice from 
the tombs, but it is really the bid of a dema- 
gog for a partisan nomination for the Presi- 
dency. There is no doubt that Justice Fim 
hoped, by the public, judicial use of such 
language, to curry favor with the State- 
supremacy Democrats with the Presidential 
nomination in his mind’s eye; but his bid is 
ill-considered and unfortunate, for the Demo- 
crats will strive in the next National contest 
to conceal their obnoxious State-sovereignty 
doctrine as much as possible, and they will 


‘If there were any honest intention on the 


part of the Gompanies to pay the bonds ad- 
vanced by the Government, they would wel- 
come the Sinking-Fund scheme as the easiest 
plan for such payment.

THE SALE OF POISONED MEAT. 

The proposed ordinance offered in the 
Council on Monday night on the subject of 
diseased meat is but a weak and shallow con- 
trivance to protect those who thus poison 
the public from the light penalties due to 
the crime. The law now authorizes the 
Health Officers to confiveate all diseased meat 
offered for sale, and have it destroyed. The 
fact that it is unfit for food and poisonous 
is the all-sufficient justification for its. oon- 
fiscation and destruction. Every dealer 
knows when his meat is diseased, unfit for 
food, and destructive of health. The fact 
that with this knowledge he offers it for 
sale, and actually selis it, leaves him without 
arag to hide his infamy. This new ordi- 
nance provides that when such meat is dis- 
covered it shall be sold, and the probeeds of 
the sale shall be handed over to the man 
detected in the act of selling rotten and 


_ poisonous food to his neighbors. What does 
be want to purchase it for? If unfit for 


food, it should be promptly destroyed 
and not permitted to pass into the hands of 
any dealer agaih, There was, some 

ago, a practice by which the Health r, 
when he found any such meat offered for 
sale, soaked the meat in kerosene, assuming 
that that was sufficient to prevent its future 
sale, In time, however, the family of the 
then and recent Mayor of this city were ren- 
dered very sick from eating sausages, which 
they supposed had been injured by being 
accidentally sprinkled with kerosene. The 
cook vehemently denied this, and, upon a 
thorough investigation, it was found that all 
the diseased meat subjected toa bath of ker- 
osene by the Health Officer was sent to 
sausage-factories, and thence distributed 
in the form of sausages to consumers 
in all parts of the city. Public safety de- 
mands that every pound of diseased, rotten 
meat shall not only be confiscated, but shail 
be promptly destroyed by the public of- 
ficers. Such meat is not an object of 
property, and should not be sold. It 
should be destroyed in the quickest and 
most effectual manner possible. It should 
never be allowed to pass into any hands save 
those charged with the duty of destroying 
it, and certainly no man detected selling or 
offering such meat for sale is entitled to the 
least consideration in the matter. Under 
this proposed ordinance he can purchase it 
back withouf cost, and either sell it over, or, 


converting it into sausages, distribute bis 


poison among his customers with perfect 
safety to himself. 


THE IRISH LAND QUESTION. 

The Pall Mali Gazette, in discussing the 
present land agitation in Ireland, looks for- 
ward to serious trouble, and thinks that 
causes are at work among that unhappy peo- 
ple which will speedily change their ‘‘ half- 
simulated loyalty into genuine disaffection.” 
Itreluctantly but completely concedes the im- 
possibility of ever eradicating from the mind 
of the Irish cultivator the belief that the 
peramount right among those incident to the 
relations between the owner and occupier of 
the soil is the latter’s right to remain in all 
events upon the land.” Says the Gazette: 

‘*The utmost stretch of his concession to the 
landlord is that he has a right to get his rent when 
itis there to de got; but when it is not there he 
must go without it; and the notion of any right on 
his part to recover possession of his land if ne 
eannot obtain his rent appears to the Irish peasant 
monstrous and intolerable. To find a peasantry at 
once deeply imbued with this theory of their own 
rights. and in desperate etraits for the means of 
satisfying their landlords’ richts, would be in any 
case to find a disquieting state of things. But 
when we recall the fact that these men are fresh 
from the harangues in which the most popular 
politician in Ireland bas exhorted them, if they 
cannot pay their rent, to stick to their home- 
steads at whatever consequence, the situation, as 
it presents itself at the present time, appears to 
give just ground for anxiety.” 

Upon these assumptions—for they are 
only assumptions, without any basis of 
reality—the Gazette looks shiveringly for- 
ward to the time when the general refusal to 
pay rent will be followed by wholesale evic- 
tion, and this will be followed in turn by 
agrarian murders, so that, unless the Irish 
Executive is prepared to support the land- 
lords by measures amounting to little less 
than a military occupation of a large part of 
the country, the landlords will have to 
choose between virtually conceding the ten- 
ants’ claim to fixity of tenure and giving the 
signal for the outbreak of something hardly 
distinguishable from civil war.” 

The position which is taken by the Gazette, 
and likewise by all the Government organs, 
would be more tenable and their arguments 
more convincing if they could only show 
that the occupied land belongs to the En- 
glish, that the English landholders have any 
valid title to it, that the Irish 
had ever sold or the English had 
ever bought it, The Irish claim 
that they are living upon their own lands, 
and that claim cannot be disproved. They 
are not newcomers, strangers, or immigrants. 
They are native and to the manor born. 
Their most remote ancestors were actual in- 
habitants, They have never been conscious 
that they have disposed of the title to their 
lands or that they have ever been legally 
dispossessed, and they have never once ad- 
mitted it, They claim, with every argument 
of right, and justice, and equity on their side, 
that the mere fact of armed invasions of 
Ireland from the days of HunT VII. to 


| Cromwent did not warrant the English 


armies in seizing their lands and giving them 


away to nobles and adventurers. They have 


never sold or deeded these lands away. The 
English have never bought them or paid for 
them, They deny that they have even lost 
them by the statute of limitation. They 
claim that the holders of the land have no 
right to levy rents upon the land which bo- 


the South and divided them up among the | 


them out, collect rents, and evict the South- 
ern tenants upon inability or refusal 
to pay. The South in such a case 
would be exactly in the same condition 
as Ireland is to-day. The Trish rightly feel 
that, even if they were not the absolute 
owners of the land, with which they have 
never parted, they have paid rent enough 
during the past two or three hundred years 
to be the owners, They not only feel, but 
they know, that their rights in the soil have 
not been extinguished. If the English op- 
pressors of the Irish tenantry can show that 
these rights have ever been surrendered, 
then they have the right to collect rents, and 
to drive the tenants from their homes who 
cannot pay, in a legal sense, if not in the 
humanitarian ; if they cannot, then the Irish 
farmers are warranted in refusing to pay rent 
for their own lands except under compulsion, 
and in such case they will have the sympathy 
of the world. 


THE GREAT WAR SECRETARY. 
The letters of the late Secretary-of-War 


Stanton to Mr. Bucsanan, between March 
and August immediately following Mr. Lix- 
coun’s inauguration, which letters were 
printed in Taz Tarsune yesterday, will be a 
revelation to the mass of the American 
people who have known Mr. Sraxrox only 
by his record as the great War Secretary. It 
will be remembered that in the winter of 
1860.61 Gen. Cass retired from Buoaanan’s 
Cabinet, and various changes took place, 
during which Mr. Srantron was made At- 
torney-General.. He was then an intense 
Democrat, and, thongh an Obio man, was an 
extreme defender of the Southern cause, He 
served in Bucnanan’s Cabinet until that Cab- 
inet went out of office on March 
4, 1861. These letters were written 
by him to Bucmanan, who was at his 
home in Pennsylvania, and they breathe the 
sentiments, expectations, and hopes which 
evidently existed among Bucnanay’s friends 
at that time. Mr. Bucmanan’s appeals to 
the South were allto the effect that they 
would begin no violence and attempt no 
revolution until he had left office. Once out 
of office, the ex-President and his Cabinet 
seem to have engaged in mutual congratula- 
tions that the Black Republican party 
would rapidly go to pieces; that if Mr. 
Liycorx and his Cabinet did not utterly 
break down within sixty days, they would be 
driven out by Jerr Davis, who would easily 
capture Washington. They seem to have 
accepted as certain that the Union was dis- 
solved, and that it was only a 
question of a few weeks when the 
Confederate Government would be in 
power in Washington. The avidity with 
which Mr, Sraxrox picked up every scrap of 
gossip and ramor of discontent in the 
Cabinet and in Republican circles exhibits 
the bitterness with which the members of 
the previous Administration detested and 
desired the downfall of Mr. Liycoun’s. In 
some way there seemed to be an impression 
among them that the most certain and com- 
plete v.ndication of BuoHanan was to have 
the Confederacy overthrow and destroy the 
Union, and install itself in power in Wash- 
ington. 

That Mr. Stanton, who was always a man 
of extreme feelings, shared this antagonism 
to the success of Mr. Lixcoun’s Administra- 
tion is clearly evidenced by his letters, as is 
also the ill-disguised expectation, if not hope, 
that Davis would march his army into 
Washington. This, however, is not surpris- 
ing. It was but a few weeks before Bo- 
CHANAN went out of office that he gave his 
consent that Jacos Trompson, another mem- 
ber of his Cabinet, should leave Washington 
and proceed to North Carolna, there to urge 
upon the Legislature of that State the se- 
cession of North Carolina from the Union, 
and its joming the Southern Confederacy. 
It is to be regretted that Mr. Buchaxax's 
share of this correspondence is not also pub- 
lished, that the inspiration of Sranron’s let- 
ters might be given to the country at the 
same time with the letters. It was, however, 
an old practice of Mr. Bucnanan to engage 
in a correspondence, and subsequently have 
his own letters returned to him, and thus 
bé protected against any subsequent disclos- 
ure of his own, and, at the same time, be 
prepared to publish those of the other party. 
Without any knowledge on this subject, it 
would seem that, while Sranron’s letters 
were preserved, there is no trace of those 
written by the old Public Functionary. 

The published letters of Mr. Sranron 
come down to as late as July 26. There was 
at this time a slight change in their tone; he 
had begun to feel some resentment towards 
the Rebels, and had evinced some sympathy 
with the general expression of patriotism all 
over the country. At the same time he 
could not conceal his hatred of the Repub- 
lican party, and his contempt for the then 
Secretary of War, Cameron. Early in the 
correspondence he seemed to rejoice in the 
prospect that the British Government would 
espouse the cause of the Confederacy, and 
even as late as July 26 seemed to regard the 
capture of Washington and expulsion of 
Lanooun by Jerr Davis as inevitable. 

Mr. Sranron became Secretary of War 
in January, 1862, only ten months after he 
had gone out of office as a member of 
Boucnanan’s Administration, and five months 
only after he had written his letter of July 
26, in which he had said to BucHanan : 

„It is not unlikely that some change in the 
War and Navy Departments may take place, but 
none beyond these two Departments until Jer- 
rerson Davis turns out the whole concern. The 
capture of Washington seems now to be inevita- 
ble; during the whole of Monday and Tuesday it 
might have been taken without resistance. The 
rout, overthrow, and utter demoralization of the 


whole army is complete.” 
It is safe to assume that, to the Amorican 


people to whom Mr. Sraxrox is known, these 
letters will prove a surprise, if not a disap- 
pointment. To those who knew the man 
closely, the surprise will not beso great. 
Stanton was always a fierce partisan. He 
was intimate with Bucouanan personally. 
He entertained extreme State-rights senti- 
ments, He was practicing as a claim-agent 
before the Departments, He wasa man of 
imperious will and purpose, and, to earry his 
end, was not, perhaps, overscrupulous as to 
means. He was a man of great en- 
durance and energy, and in times of 
peace would have been objectionable because 
of his overbearing speech and offensive man- 
ner. His energy and his executive ability, 
and the force of mind with which he com- 
pelled official obedience, rendered him well 
qualified to take charge of the War Depart- 
ment after it had been if not cor- 
ruptly, with almost imbecility, for nearly a 
year. In a war of that magnitude, anda 
civil war, when the Government offices were 
surrounded by traitors and spies, and every 
source of information open to the enemy, 
Mr. Stanton was fitly the man for the situa- 
tion. He became an object of terror to the 


that in less than six months afier writing 
this letter of July 26, 1861, he was appointed 
Secretary of War by Mr. Loox, and in 
tuat office won that distinction which fol- 
lowed him to his grave. The chapter in the 
“Diary of a Public Man” which we print 
this morning, being the fourth of the series, 
covers some of the same period embraced in 
Mr. Srawron’s letters. The letters and the 
Diary should be read together, they forming 
part of the same remarkable history of that 
most remarkable date. 
——— 

It is announced that Col. Gon non, one of 
the most remarkable men England has pro- 
duced during the present century, is about 
to resign his position as Governor of the 
Soudan country in Cantral Africa. He com- 
menced his active service at the head of the 
Chinese army, at a time when China was so 
rent with rebellion as to threaten the exist- 
ence of the present dynasty. His skill and 
bravery saved the falling fortunes of the 
Government and routed the rebels in every 
direction. Upon leaving the service he re- 
ceived the thanks of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and Prince Kune addressed a letter to 
the English Government recommending him 
to ite highest consideration. His next mis- 
sion was the destruction of the horrible 
slave trade in Central Africa, and the 
establishment of peace and civilization in 
that region. This great work he has also 
accomplished. The slave trade has been 
suppressed and destroyed, and the whole 
Soudan country has been opened up to 
commerce and organized upon a peaceful 
and civilized basis. 
the prevention of war between Egypt and 
Abyssinia. As be announced that he should 
resign when this was accomplished, his res- 
ignation may now come at any time, As 
the English Government, however, cannot 
spare a man of such ability in handling men 
of other races, it is not probable that he 
will be out of service long. In executive 
talent he is one of the most remarkable men 
England has yet produced. 


A new appeal is made on behalf of the Kau- 
sas Freedmen’s Rellef Association. The 
Treasury of the Association is nearly exhausted, 
and yet the demands upon it are very large. 
Immigration bas set in already, and it is be- 
lieved that the exodus will soon assume greater 
proportions than ever before. Oct. 17, accord- 
ing to the report of the Secretary, 200 refugees 
arrived in Topeka, and hundreds more were re- 
ported as beingon the way. Illinois has here- 
tofore been remiss in ber duties to this cause. 
Though nearer the scene than the other 
weaithy States, she has given less than New 
York or Pennsylvania, and only about one- 
fifth as much as Ohio. The total dunations 
from Illinois amount to $669.70. It is hoped 
that the deiiciency will de made good. 
Remittances’ may be sent directly te 
Gov. Nr. Joun, and wiil be duly acknowledged 
by him. The people of Kansas, it should be 
remembered, have not sought this immigration, 
and do not desire it. But they cannot, consist- 
ently with their sense of obligations to the 
biack race, put aside the tide that is rising up 
at their doors. They would gladly have the im- 
migration turned in other directions; but, if this 
cannot be done, at least the older States should 
share the burden which this extraordinary move- 
ment imposes upon the benevolent people of 
the North. Gov. St. JOHN may be addressed at 
Topeka, Kas.

New Tonk, Oct. 21.—The Raflroad Investi- 
gating Committee was engaged in listening to 
additional statements from George R. RManch- 
ard, of the Erie, who explained the troubles of 


the road with the steamship lines m connection 


with foreign west-bound freights. During the 
fregbt demoratization, be said, foreign west- 
pound freight was regarded as a great catch by 
the railroads, as in the aggregate it constituted 
a business larger than any six firms could fur- 
nish. in June, 1876, contracts were made with 
tne steamship lines for carrying importations 
trom New York to Chicago, and proportionately 
to all other cities, at the following rates; First, 
second, and third, 25 cents; fourth and fifth 
classes, 16 cents.

The Canada Pacific Railway, according to a 
late London Times, has secured the capital for 
the construction of the entire road in London. 
This fact has scarcely been aliuded to in Canada 
or the United States, notwithstanding the above 
good authority. The basis of the negotiation is 
that the road gets 100,000,000 acres of land from 
Canada, which is given the British capitalists as 
security; the grant is to be vested in commis- 
siovers, one of wiiom is to be appointed by the 
Imperial Government, and is to watch over the 
interests of Eugtish investors. A very consid- 
erable part of the railway is to be open for 
traflic within two years; the long stretch from 
the head of Lake Superior to Selkirk, on the 
Red River, is divided into three sections; two 
of them, the easterly and westerly, are fin- 
ished, while the intermediate ove is in progress.

The 
audience, in point of numbers, was about the 
same as that which witnessed the performance 
of “Faust,” though it should have been larger, 
for in many respects the representation last 
evening was not oviy an enjoyable but a very 
superior ove.

As a vocalist she 
bas unusual powers, and in her action unusual 
intensity. Her voice, though it has good com- 
pass, is in reality rather a mezzo than a high 
soprano, whose beauty lies mainly in the 
medium and superb lower votes, which have the 
breadth, richness, and volume of the cello. 
With ali her intensity, which leads her to exert 


herself to the outmost, she keeps herself well 
under control, and has sufficient inteligence 


to make ber points strong and telling, and im- 


press an audience with them. Her forte evi- 
Gently lies in interpretations which call fora 
strong presentation of the dramatic and vocal 
rather than in the artifices of the vocalist, and 
for this reason we shail look forward to 
her Aida with much more of interest 
than ber Leonora, for the former is 
a part which might well have 
been-created for her.

CHICAGO. 
STILL BOBBING. 

Yesterday was another day of ups and downs 
in wheat, corn, pork, and lard,—a day of alter- 
nate success and defeats to the “bulls” and 
‘“*bears’’ of the Board of Trade. Everything 
was excited and unsettled, the fluctuations in 
prices being more numerous and more sharp 
than on any previous day since the boom set in. 
The course of prices, in fact, was so exceedingly 
unsteady that not one person in a bundred 
seemed to be able to keep intelligent track of 
the market for wheat, while corn was almost 
equally uncertain, though it did not vary so rap- 
idly. 

The early feeling in wheat was rather weak. 
Beerbohm quoted little change, but private ad- 
vices noted a decline of one penny per centa! in 
Liverpool on spring wheat and one penny to 
fourpence lower on winter. The market did 
not go down so noticeably as might have been 
expected, because of the prevailing uncertainty 
with regard to the attitude of England and 
Austria, the foreign dispatehes in the morning 
papers relativeto the Russian movements in 
Asia leading many to the conc'asion that war 
was inevitable. Buta feeling of weakness pre- 
vailed at the outset, and that which sugceeded 
it was, to say the least, unsatisfactory. The 
trading seemed to consist chiefly of making 
provision for contracts already out, the 
„Shorts“ filling and the boys“ selling, while 
there were a good many transfers from Novem- 
ber to December by parties who didn’t want to 
get out of the deal, but were 

NOT PREPARED TO RECEIVE 
the wheat and pay for it when delivered at the 
clese of next week on November contracts. 


Outside of this, there was a miscellaneous buyin 
and selling of single lots. some of it undoubted- 
ly being on the scalp,,’ while some aopeared 
to be the result of nervousness on the part of 
the op-lookers who bought now, 
minutes afterwards, and bought and sold again 
as the wavering up and dows of the quotations 
seemed alternately to indicate a turn in favor 
ol sellers or buyers. 

The shipping movement seemed to be nearly 
at a standstill, partly owing toa scarcity of ves- 
sel-room. No. 3, however, was stated to be on 
a shipping basis, and was rather freely taken by 
exporters at one cent advance on the prices of 
the previous day, the market ruling steady, and 
closing at $1.11. The purchases of No. 

as heretofore, were chiefly made 
for the purpose of carrying’ § into 
next month, and buyers made a 
Giscrimination of about half a cent against car- 
lots of regular as compared with round lo 
the half a cent compensating for the trouble o 
pick up and massing into even 5,000-bushel 
lots. e market for winter wheat was steady, 
with very littie change in prices from the open- 
1g to the close. 

Ihe market for November closed Monday 
evening at $1.214¢. It opened yesterday morn- 
ing at 418056 advanced to 61.224, jumped down 
and up several times with great irregularity 
between $1.20 and $1.22, improved to $1.21%,— 
near 1 o’clock,—and closed at 81.2136. lu the 
afternoon it weakened to 61.206, which was 1 
cent lower than twenty-four hours previously. 
The fluctuations did not result, as will be seen, 
in any marked advantage to either me bull“ 
or the “bear’’ element, though it tended 
slightly in favor of the latter. The uncertain 
feeling seemed to resolve itself chiefly into this: 
that the majority of the operators were pre- 
pared to expect a present decline, provided the 
market was not stimulated in other directions 
by more War news. N 

THE ADVICES FROM BUROPS 
indicated no diminution in the shortage on the 
other side, but buyers there are thought to be ua- 
willing to advance further at present, and espe- 
cially as they see a disposition to waver on this 
side of the Atlaatie. Ihe generally cautious 
and conservative John Ball is ever on the look- 
out for facts which tend to show the beating of 
the pulse of the people with whom he 
is to trade, and the uncertain condition 
of things on this side, while it may 
not result in an immediate break iv prices there, 
will be very likely to make buyers bold off and 
give little better than a nominal market iu Liy- 
erpool and London until they see signs of more 
steadiuess here. 

The coro market early yesterday morning was 
also an excited one, degenereting afterwards to 
comparative flatness. [he sudden up-rush of 
the previous day had alarmed oe 
who were involved in the short side o 
the deal, and they sent in orders 
to cover most of them, however, without 
naming any limit. The consequence was a 
rather fierce competition between buyers at the 
outset, which ran the price up to cents for 
Octeber,—an advance of one and a half cents 
on the latest price of Monday. The excitement 
soon died out, however, and the market sagged 
to 47 cents. it reacted to 48 cents under a de- 
mand from two or three parties, who seemed to 
be soon filled up, and settled back to 47% cents 
at the close. The latest price of the 
afternoon was one-ciehth of a cent below this 
figure. November corn advanced one cent 
in sympathy with October, there being no partic- 
ulrr cause for it in the tone of the advices from 
other points, while revorted shipments from 
this point were rather small. The October deal, 
however, stimulated a better demand both for 
November and May, and they moved together 
in company, selling uo to about 46, beck to 45, 
and closing at 45%, an advance of three-quarters 
of a cent over the last prices of Monday. 

SOME OF THE KNOWING ONES 
in the corn crowd professed to think that the 
October shorts were apout all filled yester- 
day, while others ventured the opinion that 
there could not be less than a couple of million 
bushels still out. 

There wasn’t so much excitement in provis- 
ions, except that due to a rather sharp advance 
in October pork. Tbat product was quoted 
Monday afternoon at $10.90 to $11.00 a barrel, 
and nearly 3,000 barrels were sold yesterday 
morning at $11.75.

SUPREME COURT. 
SOUTHERN TEST CASHES. 
Wasniweros, D. C., Oct. 2.—Supreme 

Court No. 753, Taylor Strander, plaintif® in 
error, vs. The State oft West Virginia. In error 
to the Supreme Court of ‘Appeals of the State 
of West Virginia., Argument concluded by 
Attorney-General Devens for plaintiff in error. 
This is another of the colored-jury cases, differ- 
ing from those previously argued chiefly by 
virtue of the fact that the discrimination 
against the vegroes in the selection of the 
jurors is in the present case made by a State 
law tostead of by the discretionary power of 
State Judges. The ground covered by the 
arguments is very much the same as that cov- 
ered in ex-parte the Common wealth of Virginia,

FROM TENNESSES. 

No. 720. State of Tennessee, plaintiff, ve. 
James M Davis, upon a division of opinion, in 
the United States Circuit Court for the Middle 
District of Tennessee. Argument commenéea. 
Thie case arises out of dan indlet ment in a 
Tennessee State Court of defendant, James M. 
Davis, a Deputy Collector of Internal Revenue, 
for the murder of James B. Haynes, a citizen of 
Tennessee. In August, 1878, Davis filed his 
petition for a certiorari in the United States 
Cireuit Court for the Middle District of Tea- 
nessee, alleging, among other things, that the 
kiliing was done in self-defense to save his own 
life, and that at the time 
was indicted was commit he was an r of 
the United States,—to-wit: a Deputy Collector 
of Interval Reyenue,—and was engaged in the 
discharge of his official duties.“ pon the re- 
turn of the certiorari, the State of Tennessee, 
by ite Attorney-General, moved that the case be 
remanded to the State Court in which the mo- 
tion was heard. The motion was heard before 
the Hon. Jobo Baxter, Circuit Judge, and the 
Hon. Coually F. Trigg, District Jadge, presid- 
ing. The Judges were divided in opitfion upon 
the following questien, which they have ordered 
to this ourt for adjadication: First, 
is an indictment of a revenue officer 
found in a State Court for wmur- 
der under the facts alleged in the 
petition for a removal in this case removable to 


the Court under Sec. 643 Revised Statutes of 


the United States? Second} if removable from 
the State Court, is there any mode and manner 
of procedure in the trial prescribed by act of 
Congress? Third, and, if not, can trial of the guilt 
or innocence of defendant be had in a United 
States Circuit Court? The main question to be 
discussed is, in the words of Attorney-General 
Devens’ brief, substantially the same as that 
which bas for over half a century been debated 
in Congress and before the country,—viz.: 
whether the United States Constitution 
a frame of ‘government 

by the people, and = acting 
from and upon the individual, 
is it merely a compact or league of sovereign 
States!“ Those who insist that the Generai Gov- 
ernmeut is purely Federal and not National in 
ite character, are logically compelled to deny 
the right to remove apy cause from a State to a 
Federal Court, and to declare the act of 1789 
Sec. 20, anconstituiional, because if any right of 
removal exists it must extend alike fo civil and 
criminal cases, and the extent to which, as well 
as the time and manner in which itball be ex- 
ercised whenever Federal laws or their execu- 
tion is concerned, is a question of expediency 
and not of power. g 

The Attorney-General of Tennessee, in be- 
half of the State, maintains, first, that the 
words “criminal prosecution” in Sec. 648 Re- 
vised Statutes bave reference to the acts of rey- 
enue offieers therein declared to be offenses, 
and not to prosecutions for murder, which is 
not an offense by the Revised Statutes except 
upon the high seas, etcy Second, that if Con- 
greaé intended by said section to remove trials 
from State to Federal Courts the act is uncon- 
stitutional. There is neither an express nor 
an implied power in the Constitution 
giving to Federal Courts jurisdiction 
of crimes which ere offenses alope against the 
State. Third, if the section were constitutional, 
the United States Courts could not try a case of 
murder, because they bave no common law ju- 
risdiction in criminal cases, and because Con- 
gress bas not by legislative act made murder a 
crime, or affixed a puvishment except for mur- 
der upon the high seas, the District of Colum- 
bia, and in the forts, arsenals, and dockyards. 

The argument will be continued to-morrow. 


SOUTHERN LOYALTY. 
DEALINGS WITH THE REVENUE BUREAU. 
Apecial Diapatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Oct. 21.—The General 
Government has commenced proceedings in the 
Federal Courts in North Carolina which will 
perbavs determine whether the United States 
bas the power to enforce its own laws within 
that Commonwealth. 
Federal revenue officials, in the course of the 
prosecution of their duties, seized, for violation 
of the Revenue laws, a wagon, two mules, and 
a barrel of whisky. The persons having the 
illicit goods in charge immediately sued out a 


writ of replevin through the State Court at 


Greensborough, N. C., and the writ 
was given to the Sheriff to execute. 
When the Sheriff approached the United 
States officials to take possession of the goods, 
which the latter had seized. The Government 
officers called the attention the Sheriff, of 
the Court officers, and of all persons in interest, 
to the following Federal statute, Sec. 954, Re- 
vised Statutes, under the Judiciary act, Sec. 934: 
% All property taken or detained by any officer 
or other person under authority of any revenue 
law of the United States shall be irrepléviable, 
and shall be deemed to be in the custody of the 
law, and subject only to the order aud decrees 
of the courts of the United States having juris- 
diction thereot.” The Sheriff and his officers, 
however, 

DISREGARD THIS LAW, 
which the Democrats cannot say is one of the 
outrages of reconstruction legisiation, for it 
dates back to 1833. The goods were taken from 
the Federal officers by superior force, under this 
replevin writ, and the guilty parties were 2 
mitted by the State officials to espape with their 
illicit goods. 
Gen. Raum, in his administration of the In- 
fernal Revenue Bureau, never allows himself to 
de trifled with, and he especially does not in- 
tend while holding that office to permit the 
laws of the United States to be 
defeated. He accordingly wrote a letter calling 
the attention of the — — in North 
Carolina to this defiance of National authority, 
and instructed bim to take proceedings against 
all parties concerned.

JULIUS WHITE. 

Mr. Osgood, from the country, said there was 
a feeling among the Republicans of the county 
outside of the city that they were not being 
fairly dealt with in some particulars.

He com- 
menced at the bottom of the ladder, 
but very soon reacbed the top, and there 
he had stood as Assistant-Postmaster 
and general mavager, and for the management 
of the Post-Office the chief credit had to be 
given to him. No word of reproach that was 
true could be said against him. The speaker 
desired to indorse him fully and substantially.

Mr. Struckman, of Hanover, said he also was 
from the country, and was of the same opinion 
as his friend Osgood. It was from the country 
that the majority was to come. All the country 
asked Chicago to do was to hold her own: they 
would roll upamajority of at least 2,500 or 
3,000.

THE ATHENEZUM, 


Review of the Year's Operations—The 
Finances, 7 

The following is an abstract of the eighth 
annual report of the Board of Government of the 
Chicago Athenzum, submitted by Superintend- 
eat T. B. Forbush to the annual meeting of the 
Board of Directors at the Athenwum Building 
yesterday evening: 

There have been 2,300 members connected 
with the Athen#um during the year, and there 
have been issued to them 2,331 instruction tick- 
ets. A hélping hand has been extended to 
2,300 of the young people of Chicago, and they 
have been aided witheut lowering their self- 
respect. The Athenzum is trying to solve the 
problem of giving assistance in such a way 
as to preserve and merease the power 
of self-support. Many institutions tend 
to create and perpetuate the evils 
they seek to remedy. Men and women learn to 
reiy on charity, and so lose their energy, and 
their children are born with the same stagnant 
blood and the same slack-twisted moral fibre. 
We help people to stand upright, and not “lie 
dowu on 1 te Every privilege has its 
vrice, which, though very small, must be paid. 
While furnishing facilities for education, we 
make the enjoyment of those facilities aid in 
forming of thrift and economy. Our 
work has 

COMMERCIAL AND MORAL VALUE. 
It increases the producing power of our stu- 
dents. They do better work and earn larger 
wages. Earning more, they can also spend more, 
thus becoming economieally more valuable 
members of society. Wedo not teach morality, 
but increase in productive power, and the com- 
fort which it brings tends toward virtue 
and away from vice and crime. For the 
temptation to evil is. wonderfully less- 
ened if one can earn a fair ring 
honestly. Our work grows yearly more in- 
dustrial. The studies which aid in bread-win- 
ning are the ones most sought after. Our 
classes in writing, arithmetic, bookkeeping, aiid 
drawing are overflowing. They have been di- 
vided and subdivided, moved into larger and 
larger rooms, and if we have the usual rate of 
increase during the fell we shall be obliged to 
enlarge our facilities. Most of these students 
are young men aud women who are trying to 
make up in adult life for the disadvantages 
under which they labored in childhood,

“Tne Athenwum offers so favorable an op- 
portunity for the establishment of a central 
academic school that Prof. H. H. Babcock has 
availed himself .of the opportunity to open 
here a school for the thorough education of 
boys and girls in all the usual. English 
and cl studies. This affords an op- 
portunity for parents in all parts of the city 
and suburbs to give their children the very best 
training for the college or university. The 
Atheneum Gymnasium affords to all such stu- 
dents a fine chance for physical training.

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SANITARY. 


Paper Read by Dr. De Wolf Before the 
Homeopathic Academy—His Course Sus- 
tained, 

The Chicago Academy of Homeopathic Physi- 
clans and Surgeons held ita regular meeting in 
the ciub-rooms of the Tremont House last even- 
ing, Dr. 8. P. Hedges, President, in the chair. 
The attendance was good, and included several 
ladies. 

The September number of the Chicago Medica! 
Journal and Examiner contained an article 
signed with the initials of a well-known doctor 
of this city, in which exception was taken to the 
way in which Dr. De Wolt had in some respects 
managed hisoffice. It was stated, for instance: 
“Tt is, however, to be regretted that from this 
gallant conflict with Bridgeport stinks the 
officials did not emerge with hands thoroughif 
clean. There is not the slightest shadow of 


evidence that it (the Bridgeport odor) was 
dangerous to the health of the city.” 
Exception was also taken to the 
rigid inspection of tenement houses, the grqund 
assumed by the writer being that the law of 
the survival of the fittest. was what applied in 
all these cases of disease. 

In reply to these and other statements, 

DRBr DE WOLF 

read yesterday evening a letter addressed by 
him to the editor of the Medica! Journal and 
Ezaminer, which will appear in ite next issue. 
In this communication he controverts the state- 
ment of the writer that the Bridgeport stinks 
were not injurious to health, and recalis the 
emphatic testimony of many of the leading 
physicians of this city, at the time 
of the trial of the rendering-house 
peopie, to their exceedingly deleterious charac- 
ter. ‘The doctrine that the survival of the fit- 
test should govern is also strongly combatted 
by Dr. De Wolf,—the moral law, all legal codes, 
the instincts and affection of the family, and 
the organization of society in civilized life ail 
proclaiming the opposit prineit le. The pro- 
tection of the weak and the succor of the needy 
is not a pernicious force tending to the deterior- 
ation of the race. “Experience and common 
sense,”’ be says, alike declare that it is as 
much the province of Government te protect 
its citizens in so far as possible from disease 
and death as to guard them against the 
depredations of the lawless and criminal 
classes. Laws for the enforcement of sani- 
tary measures are traceable for authority to 
what is known as the police power. 

The Doctor refers at some length to the stat- 
utes which have been evactedin Eugland for 
the purpose of preserving the public health, 
and the remarkable effect which they bave had 
in lowering the death rate. ‘The officer charged 
with the sanitary interests of great city under 
the ordinary conditions of civilized life who per- 
mitted small-pok to become epidemic in his 
neighborhood had supplied the best reason for 
his immediate removal. If the local law 
does not give a basis for his personal protec- 
tion and aid in his work, and public sentiment 
will not sustain him in taking possession of the 
person and effects of those infected with small- 
pox, he should resign and put the responsibil- 
ity where it belongs. In the case of scariet- 
fever, sanitary authorities, physicians, and fam- 
ilies should accept and enforce tuose measures 
which an enlightened public judgment have 
deciared to be useful in limiting its prevalence 
and mitigating its fatality. ‘he result of the 
best means used may seem to some doubtful, 
but the object aimed at is neither uncertaia 
nor uuwortnhy the labor it costs. 

In his last annual report the Doctor stated 
that the placing of warning cards stili received 
the almost unanimous approval of the pro- 
fession in this city. For that be had been 
charged with lying. Nevertheless he again as- 
serted it to bea fact, to the best of his belief. 
He judged, therefore, that the State did well to 
insist upon the placing of the card. The more 
closely unsanitary conditions were examined, 
the more extensive would their ramifications 
appear, and the more evident would it become 
that the local and public causes of many de- 
structive diseases were daily endangering the 
loss of lives which the State should protect and 
save, it alone having the power by the practical 
application of sanitary knowledge. 

GEORGE T. ANGELL, ESQ., OF BOSTON, 

a gentleman who is well known in connection 
with the Humane Society of that city, and also 
as a reformer in sanitary matters, being present, 
was invited to address the Academy, and did so. 
He spoke particularly of his efforts in suppress- 
ing the manufacture and sale of poisonous and 
adulterated food, watered milk, etc., and urged 
the necessity of establishing protective boards 
of health in each city, composed of good citi- 
zeus, whose duty it would be to prevent 
similar abuses to those above men- 
tidned, and to aid the health officers of 
cities in enforcing sanitary laws. He said he 
wauld be glad to communicate with the gentle- 
men present upoa the matter, and would give 
them the benefit of anyinfoPmation he pos- 
sessed. At the close of his remarks he was 
heartily applauded. 

Dr. N. F. Cook remarked that it was fitting

Resolved, That the thanks of this Academy are 
due, and are bereby tendered. to the Health Com- 
missioner of our city for the lucia and able defense 
and exposition of his work which he has detailed 
to us this evening. 

Resolved, That this Academy approves and in- 
dorses, and wita all its influences will sustain, the 
wise and beneficent sanitary measures of the 
Health Commissioner and his Department, espe- 
cally commending the placing of warning-cards 
on infected houses. 

In seconding the resolutions, Dr. J. E. Gilman 
madea few remarks on tne necessity of sus- 
taining the Health Commissioner in his work, 
and spoke of the importance of that gentleman’s 
services.

Anderson might 
dave upon the President's judgment of what 
may be expedient to be done in this most 
dangerous matter. His own conviction as to 
the quict and positive character of Maj. 
Avderson—of whom ‘he tells me that, 
though not a man of unusual abili- 
ties in any way, beisa very resolute and con- 
scientious man, holding stubbornly to his own 
ideas of duty—I told him I was sure would 
weigh much more with the President than any 
representations on the subject coming through 
1 third party possibly could. He was quite 
averse to doing this at first, but finally consent-

THE SECESSIONISTS AT MONTGOMERY.

AN INTERVIEW WITH MR. LINCOLN. 

Manon 7.—Early this morning 1 received a 
mMessace from the President, making an appoint- 
ment tor this gafterpoon. I called for —— at 
his hotel, and we drove to the White House. 1 
could not help observing the disorderly appear- 
ance of the place, and the slovenly wa 
in which the service was done. 0 
were kept waitm but a few mo- 
ments, however, and found Mr. Lincoln quite 
alone. He received us very kindly; bat I was 
struck and pained by the haggard, woru look of 
his face, which scarcely lett it during the whole 
time of our visit. I told the President, in a few 
words, why we had asked for this interview; 
and —— then explained to him. as he hai to 
me yesterday, the situation at Fort Sumter. It 
seemed that the information did not take the 
President entirely by surprise, though he asked 
—— two or three times over whether be was 
quite sure about Maj. Anderson’s ideas as to his 
duty in ease of any action by Kentucky; and, 
when —— had repeated to him exactiy what he 
bad told me as to the language used to bimself 
by Maj. Anderson, Mr. Lincoln sat quite silent 
for a little while in a sort of brooding way, and 
then, lookiug up, suddenly said: Well, you 
say Maj. Anderson is a good man. and | have 
no doubt he is; but, if he is right, it will be a 
bad job for me if Kentucky secedes, When he 
goes out of Fort Sumter, | shali have to go out 
of the White House.” We could not resist za 
laugh at this quaint way of putting the case; 
but the gloomy, careworn look settled 
back very soon on the President's face, 
and he said little more except to ask 
—— some questions about Montgomery.—not, [ 
thought, of avery relevant or important kind, 
—and we soon took our leave. He walked into 
the corridor with us; and, as he bade us good- 
by, and thanked —— for what he had told 
him, he agaip brightened up for » moment, and 
asked him in an abrupt kind of way, laying bis 
band as he spoke with a queer but not unctvil 
familiarity on bis shoulder, You haven't such 
a thing as a Postmaster in your pocket, have 
you!’ — stared at him io astonishment, 
aud 1 thought a little in alarm, as if he gus- 
pected asudden attack of insanity; when Mr. 
Lincoln went on: Lou see, it seems to me 
kind of unnatural that vou shouldn't have at 
least a Postmaster iu vour pocket. Everybody 
I've seen for davs past has had Foreign Min- 
isters, and Collectors, and all kinds; and I 
thought you couldn’t have got in here without 
baving at least a Postmaster get into your 
pocket! We assured hum be need have no con- 
cern ou that point, and left the house.—both of 
us, I think, feeling, as I certainly felt, more 
anxious and disturbed than when we entered it. 
Not one word had Mr. Liucoln said to throw 
any real light either on his own views of the 
situation or on the effect of ——’s communi- 
cation upon those views. But it was plain that 
he is deeply disturbed and puzzled by the 
problem of this’wretched fort, to which circum- 
stances are giving an importance so entirely dis- 
proportionate to its real significance, either po- 
litical or military. 

THE INVASION OF THE OFFICE-SEDKERS. 
fe sent away the carriage and walked home. 

—— called my attention as we passed aloug to 
the strange and uncouth appearance of a great 
proportion of the people whom we encountered 
on our way, or passed lounging about the steps 
of the Treasury Department and the lobbies of 
the hotels. I bad not noticed it before; but cer- 
tainly, in all my long experience of Washington, 
I have never seen such a swarm of uncouth be- 
ings. The clamor for offices is already quite 
extraordinary; and these poor people undoubt- 
edly belong to the horde which has pressed in 
here to seck places under the new Administra- 
tion, which neither has, bor can hope to have, 
places enough to satisfy one-twentieth part of 
the number.

Seward, determined, if possible, to get some 
satisfactory statement as to the outlook of the 
immediate future from his point of view, and 
anxious also to asceriain what he knowa, if be 
knows anvthing, either to confirm or contradict 
the story of as to Maj. Anderson and Fort 
Sumter. 
MR. SEWARD’S EXPECTATIONS OF A SETTLEMENT. 


I found Mr. Seward in a lively, almost in a 
boisterous mood; but 1 soon induced him to 
take amore quiet and reasonable tone. I told 
him what —— had told meof Maj. Anderson, 
and that] had taken —— tofsee Mr. Lincoln. 
At this his countenance lighted up, and he ex- 
claimed, I am so glad you did!“ He then 
went on to assure me, in the most positive and 
earnest terms, that he had no doubt whatever 
that Fort Sumter would be evacuated at a very 
early day; that there were no military reasons 
whatever for keeping it, and no m»re or better 
reasons for holding it than there had been for 
hoiding Fort Brown, which certainly would not 
he und could not be held. He spoke verv se- 
verely of what be called Maj. Anderson’s foliy 
in going to Fort Sumter at all.—a folly the se- 
eret of which. as he said, I had now explained 
to him, but which was only the greater folly by 
reason of the motives which led to it, assuminz 
the story oi to be true. as he added, with 
a great deai of emphasis, As I have no sort 
of doubt it is.“ I asked him how the surreuder 
of Fort Sumter could be effected otherwise 
than dy violence if ——’s story was true, since 
Maj. Auderson certainly would not give up the 
place on an express order from Washington if 
he cherished the notion of waiting for the action 
of bisown State of Kentucky. That, he replied 
evasively, would be a matter lor the negotiators; 
and he then gave me to understand that nego- 
tiations were, in fact, at this moment going on, 
which, in his judgement, would very soon re- 
lieve the Government of all anxiety on the score 
of Charleston Harbor and its forts. Ihen told 
him what account —— had brought of the state 
of things at Montgomery: about which, bow- 
ever, he seemed to be himself very fully in- 
formed. He could give me no good reason for 
supposing it, but he seemed to be quite con- 
vinced that. as soon as the States of Virginia, 
Kentucky, avd Missouri rejected -the appeals of 
the Secessionists, as he has positive information 
they will reject them, the disintegration of the 
new-born Confederacy will begin. I asked him 
how, admitting these expectations to be well 
founded, we were, in the interval during the 
process, to get on with our postal and business 
relations,—mentioning to him what —— had 
told me, that Mr. Toombs and others were 
strongly in favor of establishing a passport sys- 
tem by sea and land against all citizens of the 
United States. This apparently made little or 
no impression upon him, and I must sav that 
Ibavecome dome quite discouraged and de- 
pressed. in the Senate no one of the Republic- 
ans seems to be just now thinking seriously of 
anything but the new appointments. I have 
been besieged tor a week past with letters and 
applications asking me every day to see a score 
of persons whom I hardly know. m order to 
oblige a score of other persons wioni, in many 
cases, 1 know only too well. It is a shameful 
and bumiliating state of things, none the more 
tolerable that it was to have been expected. Mr. 
Seward was very aoxious tv get my Views 23 to 
the proper treatment of Mr. Forsyth and the 
other Commissiovers. He seemed inclined to 
think that a mode might be found of receiving 
them and negotiating with tiem, without in 
any way committing the Government to a rec- 
oruition of the Government which they assume 
to represent. 

I found it difficult—indeed, I may say impos-

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The debate on the 
expulsion of Wigfall bas gone off to-day into ab- 
stractions, which vex and irritate one in the 
presence of the practical questions now pressing 
upon us. I could scarcely listen with paticnce 
to Mr. Foster’s discussion of the point whether 
a Senator of the United States ought or ought 
not to consider his seat vacated upon the pass- 
age of an Ordinance of Secession by his State. 
Nothing will come of it all; and it only gives oc- 
casion to men like Mr. Mason to add tuel to the 
flame all over the country, by discussing and do- 
dat ing the circumstances in which it will be nec- 
essary for them to swell the list of ecceders and 
for their States to go out of the Union. 

As for Wigfall himself, his bearing for the 
last day or two bas been rather beiter than 
it was op the day of bis collision with Mr. 
Douglas, when he really looked like a 
tiger, and acted not unline one. He aud all 
the extreme men seem to bea great deal de- 
pressed, I am glad to say, by the intelligence 
which bas crept out of the general agreement of 
the Cabinet to adopt the course recommended 
by Gen. Scott on plain military grouads, aud 
order Maj. Anderson to abandon Fort Sumter. 

THE ORDER TO BVACUATE FORT SUMTER. 

I bad a loue conversation on the subject with 
Senator Dougias to-day. Heis entirely of my 
mind that the fort ought to have heen aban- 
doved already, and that much valuable prestige 
has been lost by the new Administration, which 
might have been secured had orders been sent 
at once to Maj. Anderson to that effect. The 
delay is attributable, no doubt, in part to the 
dilatoriness of Mr. Cameron in taking up the 
reins of the War Department; but I am sure 
Mr. Douglas is richt when he lays part of the 
responsibility on the influence of the Blairs, 
who keep pressing for a war policy. Even from 
their point of view, vothing can be more child- 
ish than to make an issue on the holding of 
Fort Sumter which bas already been abandoned 
in regard to Fort Brown, and to make that issue 
on tne bolding of an entirely untenable piace. 
Mr. Douglas tells me, too, that a fur her diffi- 
culty has been raised by the friends of Maj. Au- 
dersov here from Kentacky, who insist that he 
shall pot be ordered to leave Fort Sumter unless 
the order is accompanied bv a promotion to one 
of the vacant Briradiers mos in the army,—cer- 
tainly, under the circumstences, a most scau- 
caious and even foolish demand to make. 

THE PRESIDENT WISHES THE FORT EVACUATED. 

Mr. Lincoln has assured Mr. Douglas post- 
tively, he te ils me, that he means the fort shail 
be evacuated as soonas possible, and that al! 
his Cabinet whom be has consulted are of the 
same mind, excepting Mr. Blair, winch is pre- 
ciscly what I had expected. Mr. Douglas says 
that the President sent for bim after his speech 
of Wednesday, to assure him that he entirely 
agreed with all its views, and sympathized with 
its spirit. All he desired was to get the pointe 
of present irritation remove. so that the peo- 
ple might grow cool, and reflect on the general 
position ali over the country, when he felt con- 
fident there would bea general demand fora 
National Convention at which al! the existing 
differences could be radicaily treated. Mean- 
while he did not see why the Executive should 
attempt to dispossess the seceded States of the 
forts occupied by them, ubless Congress insisted 
that be should, and gare him the means 
necessary for the work. “I am jusc 
as ready.“ he said to Mr. Douglas, 
„to reinforce the garrisons at Sumter and 
Pickens, or to withdraw (Lem, as I am to see an 
amendment adopted protecting Slavery in the 
Territories or prohibiting Slavery in the Terri- 
tories. Whati waotis to get dove what the 
people desire to have done; and ie question 
for me is how to find that out exactly.” 

Meanwhile, as | suggested to Mr. Douglas, no 
one is taking anv steps that 1 can see tu find out 
exactiy or inexactly what the people desire to 
huve done; aud the Secessionists are dome a 
good many things which lor one Ido not believe 
the people at all desire to have done. 

BREAKING UP THE UNION BY LEGISLATION. 

I called Mr. Douglas’ attention to a letter re- 
ceived by me from Mobile yesterday, in which 
the opipion is expressed that, if the mission of 
Mr. Forsyth avd his colleagues turns out a fail- 
ure, the Confederate Congress will certainly 
adopt a sort of legal von-intercourse bill already 
in the hands of their Judiciary Committee, 
dismissing all cases from the courts to 
which citizeps of other than the seceding 
States are parties. Mr. Douglas agreed 
with me, of course. that such legislation 
as this would be equivalent in some degree to a 
war, so far as its effects alike upon the country 
and upon individuals are concerped; and he

An Extraordinary Interview with an 
Extraordinary Man—His Mods 
of Living. 


The Home and Habits of a Philanthropic Busi- 
ness-Man---Wealth and Benevelence. 


Correspendenee New York Evening Triegram. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—“ sir. I have 
been uniformly successful,“ Mr. George 
W. Childs, as he sat back in his comfortable 
chair in the private office of the Ledger, “‘and 
my rule has ever been, to mind my own busi- 
ness, and never, under any circumstances, to 
interfere with what did not concern me.” 

Mr. Childs is one of the features of Phila- 
delphia life, as bis journal is of American 
journalism: Like it, he is unique and peculiar; 
and strangers are taken to catcha glimpse of 
him, just as they are shown the Park, the Mint, 
and the vast Masovic Temple. The private 
offices of Mr. Childs are odd enough to please 
the most fastidious. He sits in what he calls 
the Queen Anne room,“ the entrance to which 
is past a heavy oaken door, bung on strong 
brass hinges. The room, originally seventeen 
feet by twenty feet, is reduced to seventeen 
feet square by the introduction of an open 
screen sixteen feet high, parallel with Sixth 
street. On the giass, fronting the street, are 
painted the arms of the United States, Penn- 
sylvania, and Philadelphia. The wainscoting is 
of oak, broken by a door, a mantel, and a fire- 
place,—the latter entirely unique in finish, and 
very costly. 

INTERIOR OF THE OFFICE. 

Brasses of every shape and style; painted 
glass panels, with portraits of Guttenbere, 
Faust, and Schoeffer; tiles of divers colors geo- 
metrically arranged; half a dozen gorgeous 
clocks, ranging in age from 75 to 400 years; 
copies of the Milton and other famous shields; 
statuets of Savonarola and Picardo di Donati; 
floral patterns of different designs; deep 
cornices elaborately painted and gilded; heavy 
embossed paper imitations of Flemish leather; 
cracle-ware vases; jars of cloisonne enamel; a 
colossal suit of antique French armor; ebony 
furniture; an ebony cabinet, inlaid with various 
colored woods and enamel; fine specimens of

LAND-REFORM IN IRELAND. 


Anti-Rent Agitation—Tory Reports of Irish 
Meetings, 
Special Ter Cerresnendence London Times. 

DusBLix, Oct. 6.—“ The latest novelty in the 
way of Sunday afternoon amusement appears to 
be the land meetings. . Five such reunions were 
hela yesterday, —one in the City of Cork, another 
in the County of Sligo, another in the County of 
Mayo, anotner in the County of Galway, and 
another in Maryborough, Queen’s County. 
Excursion trains ran to the various places of 
meeting, and brought large numbers of people, 
who, attired in their best, accompanied by their 
bands, and apparently in high good humor, 
availed themselves of the cheap fares to gratify 
their taste for strong, hard-i:itting speeches. 
The day was beautifully fine, and to this fact the 
largeness of the various gatherings may to no 
small extent be attributed. The Maryborough 
meeting attracted about 6,000 persons. The 
proceedings were very orderly, and, as 
the people presented a more respectable 
and presperous appearance than in other parts 
of Ireland, were of a less violent nature. Mr.

The New York Herald reports that the increase 
in the earnings of the Mobile & Ohio Road for 
the present month amount to $150,000, and that 
the decrease of yellow-fever in New Orleans and 
along the line, with the advent of cooler 
weather, is rapidly improving the business.

Prices of most of the speculative fancies are as 
low as they were a week ago, and in many cases 
lower than they were then. Operators upou bor- 
rowed capital have to face a growing interest and 
commission account, and are consequently rather 
disposed to close out their veatures while taey can 
do so at à small loss, tan to run the risk of a 
greater one. It would not be surprising, there- 
fore, if next week showed considerabie realizing, 
thongh the conditions for anything like a panic do 
not exist, and the orices of all securities having 
solid intrinsic value are likely to be sustained. 

The whole world is beginning to speculate. 
The United States led the way. France bas 
made a close second, and now England is catch- 
ing the infection. The Times of Oct. 8 reports 
that the market for home railway stocks again 
opened strong, and prices rose stil! further dur- 
ing the early hours. Towards afternoon, how- 
ever, the current changed, operators for the 
rise began to try to secure profits, and at the 
close nearly ali quotations had fallen below 
vesterday's last figures. The last prices were 
the worst, and, as the account approaches, the 
tendency to reulize is uot -nullkelf to develop 
itself further. As yet that part of the public 
possessed of money to invest bas not touched 
the market, being ra- her frightened away by the 
extraordivary and mysterious advance in quota- 
tions. The market is, therefore, a very inflated 
one, and the least effort to sell or appearance 
of dearer money would gause it to collapse.

arsenical and other poisons in our cloth- 
ing, and in the papers which cover the 
walls of gur houses, and which are the play- 
things of our children; adulterated drugs and 
medicines, aud to sickpess and death 
from a hundred sources and in a hundred 
forms, which can no more be attributed to the 
mysterious ways of Divine Providence than 
fires or other casualties which result from our 
own carelesness and negiect.” A number of 
gentlemen have taken the suggestion of Mr.

A GHOST IN A SAD PLIGHT. 


Exposure of Pretended Spirit Manifestations 
~The Experience of Webster Eddy and 
Mrs. Huntoon at North Adams, Mass.

Norta Apams, Mass., Oct. 15.—This place 
has seldom been more excited than it was on 
Monday night after it became noised about 
that Webster Eddv, one of the celebrated Eddy 
brothers, from ‘Spirit Vale,“ Vt., and his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Mary Huntoon Eddy, had been ex- 
posed in their feats of materialization. The 
Eddy brothers and Mrs. Huntoon have visited on 
several occasions Lake Pleasant, Mass, a place 
on the line of the Fitchbure Railroad, where a 
camp-meeting, lasting a month or more, has 
been held annually by the Spiritualists. As 
North Adams furnishes a fair percentage ot the 
believers, it has become a custom tor some of 
the mediums to visit the town and give 
seances.

Dr. Osborn bad taken much interest 
had become partial believers, be proposed to

After everything was in 
shape for business, the room was darkened, and 
materialization commenced. The following 
statement, substantially as made and signed by 
Dr. Osborn and Mr. Mabbett, shows what took 
place during the remainder of the evening: 
Mrs. Huntoon produced in our presence what 
she deciared to be, and what was by several 
present believed to be, the materialization of 
spirits. In producing these 1 
zations Mrs. Huntoon, after her Hands had 
been bound beumd her with a rope by Col. 
Porter, retired to an adjoining bedroom, which 
she cailed the cabinet, separated from the room 
in which the company was seated by a dark 
cloth curtain. Then, while che assumed to be 
in the cabinet, with her hands bound, the room 
in which the company sat was darkened toa dim 
twilight, and several figures appeared by the 
side of or before the curtain, one’ of 
which spoke in an audible whisper, and 
declared that she was the deceased grandmother 
of Dr. Osborn. Afterward, another figure ap- 
peared in the form of an Indian, purporting 
and representing to be the materialized spirit 
of a deceased Indian. This figure appeared to 
be dressed in white trousers, with a dark coat, 
the light being so dim that no features could 
be recognized in any of the ficures. As the In- 
Gign figure advanced with a sudden spring into 
the room, J. H. Mabbett sprang quickly forward 
and seized it about the body, when at least 
three or. four feet from the cabmet. A man 


calling bimself Webster Eddy, a brother of Mrs. 


Huntoon, who sat nearest the curtain and as- 
sisted in the sitting, immediately sprang upon 
Mr. Mabbett. The indian figure, Mr. Mabbett,

Mabbett, without having relaxed his hold, 
brought the Indian figure back to.the presence 
of the company.

After the room had become quiet, Mrs. Hun- 
toon advanced toward Dr. Osborn and said that 
she was willing to admit that Mabbett had 
cangbt hold of the spirit, but explained it as 
follows: She said that the spirit emanated 
from her, and as soon as Mabbett caught hold 
of it, of .cou it returned to her, and, asa 
consequence, when the light was turned up. 
Mabbett bad her in his arms, bat she said she

THE COURTS. 
An Interesting Decision by Judge 
Blodgett. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, 
Divorces, Etc. 


DECISION BY JUDGE BLODGETT. 
Judge Blodgett delivered an opinion vester- 
day morning in the case of R. W. Scarlett vs. 
James Van Inwagen and others, which will 
prove of considerable interest to business men. 
it seems thatin the spring of 1878 the defend- 
ants were grain-brokers and commission-dealers 
in this city, much of their business consisting of 
buying and selling grain on the Board of Trade. 
In January, 1878, W. A. Cumming, a broker 
and commission merchant of Baltimore, Md., 
made an arrangement with the defendants by 
which they were to exccute such orders as he 
might send them for the purchase or sale 
of grain here, the commissions to be 
divided equally between the parties. It was 
expressly agreed that the defendants were to 
know no one in these transdctions but Cum- 
ming, that all the orders which be sent them 
and which they executed were to be treated by 
them as his, and that the defendants were to 
look to him alone for any and all sums which 
might become due to them from such business. 
At Cumming’s request the defendants agreed 
to keep the accounts of different purchases or 
sales which they might make for biin bv such 
terms, either names or numbers, as be should 
direct, so as to separate or designate on defend- 
ants’ books the different persons or interests for 
whom Cumming was dealing or purported to be 
dealing. In pursuance of this arrangement 
Cumming returned to Baltimore and opened an 
office and held himself out to the public as a 
broker and commission-dealer in breadstuffs. 

Between Jan. 31 and March 28, 1878. Cum- 
ming, on Scariett's account, sent to the defend- 
ants divers orders for the purchase or sale of 
grain, and all but one contained the name of 
Scarlett in the order. These transactions were 
entered on defendants’ books on a separate 
ledger page in the form of an account with W. 
A. Cumming, the word Scarlett.“ however, 
being written at the top of the page imme 
diately after Cumming’s name. Ihe accounts 
of other transactions made by the defendants 
on orders sent oy Cumming seem to have been 
kept on defendants’ ledger in the names of the 
porson named in the bodv of the telegram, with 
the letters W. A. C.“ in brackets following 
such name at the tod of the pare. 

From time to time, as the various transactions 
were closed, statements were transmitted to 
Cumming, headed, For account and risk of 
W. A. Cumming (Scarlett).“ During the time 
in which these various orders were sent to the 
Gefendantse by Cumming for the plaintiff, and 
frequentiy in the same telegram containing 
Scarlett’s orders, were other orders to purchase 
or sell other grain for otber parties, such as 
Kimball, Goslin, Kelly, ete. To secure them- 
selves in these transactions, the defendanis 
were in the habit of drawing on Cumming for 
such sums as they: deemed necessary, so as to 


keep margin enough to vrotect themselves from 


loss on all Cumming’s orders. The defendants’ 
cash account with Cumming showed him debited 
with items for commissions, losses, interest, and 
insurance, and credited with proceeds of draits, 
rebates of commissions, and profits on the 
various deals. 

About the 80th of March, 1878, the defend- 
ants closed out all transactions had by them on 
Cumming’s orders, and made out a statement, 
which showed Cumming owed them $759.55. 
This was settled by Cumming giving nis notes 
for that amount, which, however, have not been 
paid. As the drafts were drawn from time to 
time on Cumming be would call on Scarlett to 
pay his share, and the latter paid in all $2, 
on Cumming’s representations. The total 
profits on the orders given by Scarlett were 
$2.250. Cumming, during the progress of 
these transactions, wrote to the defendants that 
Scarlett was a particular friend of his, iu good 
standing, and connected with R. G. Dun & 
Co. 's Agency. It was also shown on the 
trial that Scar'ett knew the form 
in which bis orders given to 
Cumming were sent on here, and also some of 
the answers of the defendants and the state- 
ments of profits, but did not know of the spe- 
cial arrangements by waich Cumming alone was 
to be responsible to defendants. After the 
close of all the deals Scarlett brought suit to 
recover from the defendants the sums he paid 
Cumming for them as margins or security, and 
also tue profits realized from the orders given 
the defendants by Cumming for him. Scarlett 
contended that Curoming was the defendants’ 
agent to obtain and transmit orders to them, 
and that they, in executing those orders, knew, 
or had sufficient notice to know, that they were 
executing his orders, and that Cumming had 
no interest in them except as to his suare of the 
commissions. The defendants, on the other 
hand, claimed that, by this agreement with 
Cumming, they were to deal only with him, 
and not to know or be responsible to his cus- 
tomers. 

The Jadge, in deciding the case, after relating 
the sbove facts at great length, said the sole 
question was whether, ona proper consideration 
of all the facts, the above special agreement 
with Cumming protected the delendants from 
the piaintiff’s demand. There was no doubt 
the defendants acted in entire good faith and 
with the belief that they were responsible only 
to Cumming, but they had no right so to do, if 
the result was that they left or placed Cum- 
ming in a position where he might impose on 
or defraud others. ‘The arrangement was that 
Cumming was to obtain and transmit to de- 
fendants orders from other persons. They 
knew he was irresponsible, pecuniarilv; that he 
expected to operate for others, and made pro- 
vision for keeping the accounts of his opera- 
tions for different persons separate on defend- 
ants’ books. They also knew who Scarlett was, 
and that he was responsible. The proof showed 
that the defendants knew from the beginning 
that Cumming was not operating on his 
own account. They made him their 
agent by thelr agreement to execute 
his orders, and, if he failed to disclose the spe- 
cial nature of his contract with them to those 
with whom he dealt, they must suffer by his 
negiect in that regard. e represented be had 
the right to solicit orders to be executed by the 
defendants, and that made him their agent, and 
the presumption would be that they acted for 
the persons who gave those orders, especially 
when the name of the principal was disclosed, or 
suflicient information given to indicate who the 
principal was. The argument between Cum- 
ming and the defendants must be construed to 
be a contract on the part ef Cumming to in- 
demnify defendants from any losses which 
should accrue on orders given through nim. He 
agreed to stand between the defendants and 
loss, so that they need not look behind 
him to his customers for any deficiency 
which might accrue in the dealings, 
But it could not be held that persons dealing 
with them through Cumming witbout notice of 
his Jimitation on his authority were bound by 
it. It was contended the defendants should not 
be made liable beyond their contract unless they 
were guilty of some bad faith to plaintiff. But 
it was bad faith on their part toallow Cumming 
to hold himself out as their general agent or 
solicitor for business for them, when in fact he 
was only special egent. Moreover, Camming 
being their agent under the contract, they were 
bound by whatever contract he made witb Scar- 
lett within the scope of the business usually 
done by commission agents or brokers. 

In Evans vs. Waler, 71 Penn. St., 69, the plain- 
tiff, Waler, employed a broker in Philadelpbia 
to sell certain railroad stock. The broker 80 
employed placed the stock in the hands of one 
Wister, another Philadeiphia broker, who 
sent it to the defendants, Evans, Wharton & 
Co., of New York; to sell. They sold it, but in- 
sisted on deducting from the proceeds a balsnce 
due them on general aecount from Wister, who 
had failed. On the trial of the case, the de- 
fendants offered to prove that it was the cus- 
tom of stock-brokers when dealing with stock- 
brokers in other cities to put all transactions 
between them into one account, and remit or 
draw for the general baiance. This offer of 
proof being rejected, on error assigned, the 
Court said: Such a custom, if proved, would 
have constituted po defense to the plaintiff's 
action. Admitting its existence, the defendants 
had no right to credit Wister’s account with the 
proceeds of the stock; he was not the owner 
of it, and bad no title or claim to the 

Besides, it does not appear 
that they did credit him with the proceeds, and 
no offer was made to show that any such credit 
was given. It is clear, therefore, that, whether 
the custom was known to the plaintiff or not, 
this case is uot within its operation, and, if so, 
evidence of its existence would not help the de-

Even though it aid 
not appear that defendants knew until after the 
deals were closed how much movey was sent by 
Scarlett. Still, Cumming’s failure to inform 
them could not defeat piaintiff’s rirut to re- 
cover. They ought to have exacted from Cum- 
ming a statement of the amount he had 
sent them from each of bis customers, and their 
neglect to do that could not prejudice Scarlett’s 
rights, so long as be the money and 
deféndants received it. He was, therefore, 
entitled to recover the amounts he had ad- 
vanced, $2,400, together with the profits on bis 
deals, $2,250, and interest. A finding was 
accordingly had in plaintiff's favor for $4,810.
